, *Tbe fame JubjeEi continued from 
the year one tbsufand fix hun^ 
dred eighty eight* 

YOUR lordfliip will find, that the 
obje^ propofed by the alliance 
of one thouland fix hundred eighty 
nine between the emperor and the ftates, 
to which England acceded, and which 
.was the foundation of the whole confe- 
deracy then formed, were no tefs than to 
Tcftore all things to the termsoftheWell- 
phaUan and Pyrencan treaties, bythewar; 
and to preierve them in that ftate after 
the war, by a defenfive alliance and 
guarranty of the fame confederate pow- 
CTK againft France. The particular as 
well as general meaning of this engage- 
ment was plain enough ; and if it had 
Vol. 11.

not been fo, Ae fenfe of it would h^ve 
been fufEclently determined, by that 
Separate article, in which England and 
Holland obliged themfelires to afliit tljie 

* hoiife of Auftria> in taking and keeping 

* pofleiTion of the Spanifli monarchy, 

* whenever the cafe ihould happen of the 

* death (^Charles thefecond, without 

* lawful heirs,' This cngagemeiH was 
double, and thereby relative to the whole 
polttical.fyfteni of Europe, alike affeded 
by the power and pretenfions of Franw. 
Hitherto die power of France had been 
alone regarded, and her preicnfions feem- 
ed to have been forgot: or to whatpur- 
pofe fhould they have been remembered* 
whilft Europe was fo unhappily coniHtut- 
cd, that the Aates at whofe expence ihe in- 
creafed her power, and their friends and 
allies, thou^t that they did enough 
upon every occafion if they made fome 
tolerable compofitton with her? They 
who were not in circumftances to refufe 
co;i,i$rming prefent^ were little likely ta

taice eScifhial mcaTures agiunft future, 
ttfurpations. But now as thealannwas 
greater than ever, by the outrages that 
France had committed, and the intrigues ' 
fhe had carried on 3 by the little regard 
jhe had Ihewn to public £uthj and by 
^e airs of authcrity flie had afltimed 
twenty years together : fo was the Ipirit 
againft hcc ratfed to an higher pitch, tnd 
the means of reducing her power, or at 
leaftof chec^uig it, w«re lAcfeiied. The 
princes and i^es'«rfio had negledsdor 
^-Voured die' ^wth of this power, 
which all of ^i^n-had ddne In their 
turns, faw their crtcff; ^w' the ncceffity 
of repairing it; and iiiw that unlefi they 
could check the power Of France, by 
uniting a power fuperior to her's, ic 
would be impofHble to hinder her from 
fucceeding in her great defigns on the 
Spanifli fucceilion. The court of Eng- 
land had fubmit^ed not many years be- 
fore to abet her ufurpi^tiOTis, and Ac 
ting of Fflgland had ftotipQl to be her

peniio'neti But the crime Was not nati- 
onal. On the contrary^ the nation had 
cried o\it loudly againft it, even whilft it 
was committing : and as foon as ever the 
abdication of king James, and the ele- 
vation of the prince of Orange to the 
throne of England happened, th<! na- 
tion engaged with all imaginable zeal 
in the -common cayfe of Europe, to re- 
duce the exorbitant power of France, to 
prevent her future arid to revenge her 
paft attempts; for. even a. fpirit of re- 
venge prevailed, and the war vras a war 
of anger as well a^ of ihtereft. 

Unhappily this zeal wasneithcrwett 
condufted, nor well fcconded. It was zeal 
without fuccefs, in the firft of the two 
wars that followed the year one thou- 
^d fix hundred eighty eight ; and 
zeal without knowledge, in both of them. 
1 enter into no detail concerning the e- 
vents of thefe two wars. This only I 
obferve on the firft' of them, that the

treaties of Hyfwic were far from an* 
fwering the ends propofed and the en"- 
gagcments taken by the firft grand alls'- 
ance. The power of France, with rc- 
IpoSt to extent of dommions and ftrength 
of barrier, was not reduced to the terms 
'of the Pyrenean treaty; no not to thofe 
of the treaty of Nimeghen. Lorrain 
was rcftored indeed with very confidcra- 
ble reierves, and the places taken or 
, ufurped on the other fide of the Rhine r 
but then Strafixjui^ was yielded up abfo- 
lutely to France by the emperor, and by 
the empire. The conccffions to Spain 
were great, but fo were the conqueft^ 
and the encroachments made upon her 
by France, fince the treaty of Nimeghen ^ 
and ihe got little at Ryfwic, I believe 
nothing more than ihe had laved at Ni-. 
meghen before. All thcfc conceflions 
however, as well as the acknowledge- - 
ment erf king William j and others 
made by Lewis the fourteenth after he 
bad taken Adi and Barcelona^ even during

the couife of the negotiatiqps^ compve4 
with the biTes and repeated defeats of t;he 
aUies and the ill ilate of the, ppnfedeqtpy, 
furpri^ the generality of mankind, who 
had not beep ac^uftptppd tq fo piiich ipQ- 
deration and generoli^ on the part of jthjs 
{vince. But the pretenfions of the houfff 
of Bourboo, on the Spanilh fuct^ffioo, 
remuned the fame. Nothing had bqen- 
done to woakeathem ; npdung was pr^ 
pared to opfK^ them : ^ the opeiung 
of this fufg^iHQn wu viiiUy at hand j {ot 
CsARX.EB.the jfecond had been in imna«- 
di^te danffx^ ftf dyit^ about this time. 
His deadl cpuld not he a remote event : 
ami all -thsgpod queen's endeavours tQ he 
got wi^: child had proved ineffeCtt^^ 
The league di^ved, all the foccics of

>lliiuice, di# of reducing the pon^r of

'After tins peace what reoi^ed to be 
done? tn the whole nature bf tarings

her, during the interval of peace to make 
an advantageous war W'hoieverCHAKLts 
ifae ftcond fhould die, waa a^thinL Now 
liie firft of tfaefe was to leave Spain, and 
in leaving Spain, to leaire ^Europe in 
ftone ibrt at the mercy <^ IVance : fince 
whatever (^^xjfidon the Spaniards {bould 
make of their crown, they were quite uh- 
able to iUpport it ag^nft France : fince 
ihc empttor could do Utife widiOut his 
dJtiesi and -fince Qavaria, the third pre-

tender, couWl doiliU leCs, and might £nd, 
in fuch a cafe; his accoiuit pe^lups better 
ia treating with the houib of Bourbon 
than with that of Auilria. More needs 
not be iaid on this head ; but on dn 
other two, which I ihall confider toge- 
ther, feveral .fafls are proper to be men- 
tioned, and feveral reflexions necefliuy 
■tp bemads ^ 

. We might: have co«irter?worked, n« 
doubt, inttheir own methods of poUoyv 
thecDvmciUcf Franf:e, who made peace 
ttpdii^tc^e thes:onfederac7, and great con* 
cfiBons, withTeryfufpicaoo6gencrofity,t» 
igaintheSpantfU-dt : wejnight have waitei 
%e thefii,. that-is in-arms, the death of 
Chaslbs lihe^&£and, and have ' fortified 
in the moan time the difpofitftons of the 
king, t^e-ccMirt and people of Spain, a^ 
gainft.the-ipreteafioos of France: we 
mightihave p^c the ptiacc, which was 
made Ibme tim9 afur thftt, b^i^en the 
fpi|>eror.flQ4<^6,Tufks, and have obligol 
tho 
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ihe formes at any rate to liftve lecared 
the peace of 'Hungary, atid to have pr6- 
faa&i\ bythefo and other expedients, for 
die war tfiat woold inevitably break out 
onthedeathofthd king ofSfAin. 

But all fach meftfures were rendered 
impradkable, by the einperor chiefly. 
Experience had fliewn, that the powers 
who engaged in alliance with hiin muft 
ctxpeft totftke the whiJe burden of his 
caufe upon themfelves; and that Hun- 
gary WDokt maintain a perpetual ' diver- 
fitm in fevour of FVaiWe, feice he could 
not reiblve to lighten the tyrannical yc^e 
fae bad eAabftibed in that country atid 
ki TraDfilvaoia, nor his tniHifters to 
partwidi'the immenfe -odA^ittions'thffy 
had appK^-^Httd to thtmCehrcs. Paft 
experience ihewed dib : ' and the ex- 
perience that' f(^k>w«d Qoi^rmid it 
siery :fetaUy.

CDgigements thcfe powers hii takca, 
to refute the Harder tafk of putting her 
into pt^effion ty force j when ihe might, 
and would not procure, to the Englifli 
and Dutch and her other-alties, the eaiiec 
taik of defending her in this poireilion. 

I SAID that the meafures mentioned 
above were rendered impracticable by 
the emperw J chiefly, becaufe they were 
rendered R> likewife by other circumftan- 
oes at the i^ame cpnjunfture. A prin- 
cipal one t dsall mentioa, and it fliaU 
be drawn .from the ftatc of our own. 
country, and the difpofition of our peo- 
ple. Left us take this up from king 
William's acceffion to our crown. 
During the whole progrefs that Lewis 
the fourteenth made towards fuch ^»orbi- 
tant power, ^s gave him- well grounded 
hopes of acGuiring at lafl to his family the 
Spanifli monarchy, England had been ei- 
ther an idle fye&ztot of iW that pafTcd oa 
the continent^ (M-afaintaDd unet»taia.aUy 
againft 
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againft France, or a warm and fure ally 
on her fide, or a partial mediator be- 
tween Ker and the powers confederated 
in their common defence. The revolu- 
tion produced as great a change id 
our foreign' conduft, as in our^ domel^ 
tic eftabiiihment : and our nation en- 
gaged' wilh great fpirlt in the war of 
tine thoufand fix hundred eighty eight. 
But then this Ipiritwas rafh, prcfump-^ 
tuous, and' ignorant, ill conducted at 
home, and ill feconded abroacl : alt which 
has been touched already. We had waged 
no long wah on the contihent,' nor been 
very deeply doncerned in foreign confe- 
deracies, 'fince the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries! *rhe hiftdry of Edward the 
third, however, and of the firft twelve 
or fifteen years of HenJiy' the iixth 
niight Imvb taught us fome general 
but ufeful' leflbns, drawn from remote 
times, but applicable to the.prefeht. 
So might the example of Henry the 
eigth, who fquahde'red away great fums 
for

not' of haring an emperor in his jpajr j and 
ftrho di^dded afenvarda by titaty dieting-J 
dom of Fiance between himfelf and 
Charles the fifth, withfoccefs folitdd 
anfwBEBble to fbch an ondertaldn^, diat it 
ishapdiobeHevebtsImperiafahd Englifll 
majefly were bdth in earndl. Ifdieywerc 
Jb, they were bodi die bubbles of tbeit 
prbfiuDption, But itfeenu more l^ty that 
Hei«y the eig;th was bnbUed m ihis oc'- 
cafionby-Ac-^catht^ thatCRAXi:iss 
iiddouttoAtfter his lenity: aihehad 
been biri]iUed3jy bis father-in-law Fex^- 
Diif ANi> at llie beginningof his reign, 
InthewarofMaTarre. But diefe refle^ 
onswerenottnade, nerfaadwe enough

venth article of the prehminaries, thaC ' 
is, for the ceffion of Spain and the Weft- 
Indies, was thp point to be difcuffed at 
Gertruydenberg. Naples and Sicily,, or 
cyen Naples and Sardinia would have con- 
tented the Frenchi at leaft they would have 
accepted them as the equivalent. Buys 
and,VANDERDUssEN, who treated with' 
them^ i-eported this to the minifters of the 
aHies ': and it was upon this occaiion that ' 
the duke of 'MARtBORouGH, asBuYs' 
himfelf told me, took imftiediately the ' 
lead, ^nd' congratulated' -the alTembly oh' 
the near approach ctfa peace; faid, that 
fince the French were* in this difp6fition» " 
it was time to confi^er what further de-'' 
mands mould be made upon theiri, ac-" 
cording to the Vit*rty refeiVed in the pre- 
liminaries i' and einorted alfthe ihimilefg ' 
of the allies to 'a'djiift their federal' utterJdr 
pretenfionSj a'n^'tfi prepare their demands."* 

This proce'edlhg,"^rid wliat folfowcd/' 
Vol. II,"''" ■■"'''•'■ H " ■"■' - --put 
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put me in mind of that of the Romans 
with the Carthagmians. The former were 
refblved to content to no peace till Car* 
diage was laid in ruins. They fet a treaty 
however on foot, at the requeft of their 
old enemy, impofed fomc terms, and re- 
ferred them to their generals for the reft. 
Their generals purfued the fame method, 
and by referving ftill a right of making 
uhcrior demands, they reduced the Cartha- 
ginians at lall to the neceflity of abandon- 
ing their city, or of continuing the war after 
they had given up their arms, their ma- 
chines, and their fleet, in hopes of peace. 

France faw the fnare, and refolvedto 
run any riifque rather than to be caught 
in it. "We continued to demand, under 
pretence of iecuring, the ccffion of Spain 
and the Weft-Indies; that Lbwis the 
fourteenth fhould take on him to dethrone 
his grandfon in the ipace of two months^ 
and if he didnoteffed it in that time, that 
wc fliould be at liberty to renew the war, 
without 
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tviiboi^ reftoringthe places that were to be 
pat Into ow hands awarding to the f>feli- 
nnnaries; which were die tacit enporttflt 
{^ces France poiTelled on the fide of the 
Low Coantries. LtwisoffisredtoabaAdcn 
his grandfon ; and, if he cotitd not ^evail 
on him to re%n, to furnifh lAoney to tha 
allies, who m^ht at the e^nce of France 
force huu to eractute Spain. Theprc^}ofi- 
bonnmde bytheallieshadaaaff of inhiK 
mani^j ajidtbe reft of mankind m^t 
be OiDcked to iee the grandfather obliged 
to make war on hia grandfon. But Lb wis 
tiie fourteenth had treated mankind w't&t 
too much inhvaasaatf ift his proTperous 
ds3rs> to have any reaibn to cooipliun even 
of this propofitioa. His people indeed, 
whoare apt to have great partiality for theiff 
kihgsy might pity his £ftre^. This hap- 
penedi and he found his account ia it. 
Philip ratiCt have evacuated Spain, I 
think, notwi^ftandinghisownobftiitacy, 
thci^irlfof his queen^ and the refolute 
attachmenC of the Spaniards, if his graod- 
H a fath^er 
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father had infifted, and been in earncft to 
force him : but if this expedient was, as it 
was, odious, why did we prefer to conti- 
nue the war againft France and Spain, ra- 
ther than accept the other ? why did we 
neglcft the opportunity of reducing, cf- 
feiflually and immediately, the exorbitant 
power of France, and of rendering the 
conqueft of Spain prafticable? both which 
might have been brought about, and con- 
fequentlythe avowed ends of the war 
might have been anfwered, by accepting 
the expedient that France offered . * France," 

* it was faid, was not iinCere : fhe meant 

• nothing more than toamufe, and divide." 
This reafon was given at the time j but 
fome of thofe who gave it then, I have 
feen afliamed to infifl on it fince. France 
was not in condition to adt the part ihe 
had afted in former treaties : and her di- 
ftrefs was no bad pledge of her fincerity 
on this occafion. But there was a better 
ftill. The fb-ong places that fiie muft 
have put into the hands of the allies, 

would 
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would have expofcd her, on the leaft 
breach of faith, to fee, not her frontier 
alone, but even the provinces that lie be- 
hind it, defolatcd: and prince Eugene 
might have had the fatisfaftion, it is faid, 
Iknow not how truly.he defired, of march- 
ing with the torch in his hand to Verfaillcs. 

Your lordfhip will obfcrve, that the 
conferences at Gertruydenberg ending in 
the manner they did, the inflexibility of 
the allies gave new life and fpirit to the 
French and Spanifh nations, diilreflcd and 
exhaufted as they were. The troops of 
the former withdrawn out of Spain, and 
the Spaniards left to defend themfelves as 
they'could, the Spaniards alone obliged us 
to retreat from Madrid, and defeated us in 
our retreat. But your lord/hip may think 
perhaps, as I do, that if Lewis the four- 
teenth had bound himfelf by a folemn trea- 
ty to abandon his grandfon, had paid a fub- 
lldy to dethrone him, and had confented 
to acknowledge another king of Spain, the 
H3 Spa- 
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Spaqiardswouldnothave exerted thefi^coe 
seat for Phii.ips the «i^ons of Alcae.- 
ouu aad Saragoi^ might h«v« bosn 
dccifive> and djoTe of l^^uega and Villa 
Viciofa w^ild not have happened. A^fer 
' all thefp evcntS] how could any reaifxiahle 
man expo^that a war ihould be fu{^x^- 
ed with advantage in Spain, to which the 
court Qf Vifinna h»d contrib^tied nothing 
from the firft, fearce bread (o th^ir arch- 
duke; which Portugal waged faintly ao4 
with defioept quotas, and which the 
Dutch bad ii^ a miinner raiouncodj ^r 
negleding to recrujt theu: forces ? How 
W&s Charles to be {daced on the Spanifli 
throne, orPiii;.ipat leaft 4o be driven out 
of U ? By the fucce^ of the con&deraliB 
arms in otb^r parts ? But what fucce^ 
fufHcieottothispurpoie, could we exped? 
This queftion may be anfwered- beil, by 
ihewing what fucceis we had. 

Portugal and Savoy did nothing 

before the death of the empercv Jogsph j 

and 
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and decl&red in form, as foon ss he was 
deiul, that diey would cany on the war 
DO longer to fet the crown of Spain on the 
liead of Crarlbs, jince &is would foe to 
^ht a^iinft the wy prindple they had 
foDght fbr^ The Rhine was a icene of 
inaiftloii. The fole e^rts, that were to 
l»-ij^ about the great event of dethroning 
Philip, were tfaofe whicii tfafa duke of 
Marlborough was able td make. He 
took three towns in one thonfand ieven 
hundred and ten. Aire, Bethone, and !jt. 
Venant: and one, Bouchain, inonethou- 
&nd fevoi faundredandelevdi. Now this 
conqueft being in fad the only one thb 
confederates made that year, Bouchain 
may be &id properly and trviy to have 
coft our nation very near feven millions 
fteriing ; foi* your lordfliip will find, I be- 
lieve, that the charge of me war for that 
year amounted to no leis. It is true that 
the diUtt <^ Marlborough had pro- 
poled a very great prcyea, by which in- 
corfiona woutdhflve beenmadedurm'g the 
H ^ win- 
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winter into France ; the next campaign 
might have been opened early on our fide; 
and feveral other great and obvious advan- 
tagesmighthave been obtained: but the 
Dutchrefufcdtocontribute, even lefs than 
their proportion, for the queen had oflFered 
totakethedeficiencyonherfelf, totheex- 
penceof barracks and forage J and dilap- 
pointed by their obftinacy the whole 
deijgn. 

We were then araufed with vifionary 
fchcmesof marching our whole army, in 
a year or two-more, and after a town or 
two more were taken, direflly to Paris, 
or at leaft ipto the heart of France. But 
was this fo eafy or fo fure a game ? The 
French expefled we would play it. Their 
generals had vifited the feveral pofts they 
might take, when our army Ihould, enter 
France, to retard, to incommode, to di- 
flrefs usin our march, and even to make 
.a decifive fland and to give us battle. 
I take what I fay here ^om . indifputable 
authority, 
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auth(M-ity, that oftheperibnsconfultedand 
employed in preparing for this great di- 
ftrefs. Had we been beaten, or had 
we been forced to retire towards our 
own frontier in the Low Countries, af- ^ 
ter penetrating into France, die hopes 
on which we protraded the war would 
have been di&ppointed, and I think the 
moft ianguinc would have then repent- 
' ed refuling the ofiers made at Gertruy- 
denburg. But if we bad beaten the 
French, for it was fcarce lawful in thofe 
days of our prefumption to fuppofe the 
contrary ; would the whole monarchy of 
Spain have been our immediate and cer- 
tain prize ? Suppofe, and I fuppofe it on 
good grounds, my lord, that the French 
had refolved to defend their country inch 
1^ inch, and that Lewis the fourteenth 
had determined to retire with his court 
to Lions or elfewhcre, and to defend 
the paflage qf the Loire, when he 
could no longer defend that of the 
Scinei rather than, fubmit to the terms 
: 3 impofcd 
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impo&d on him : rrb^ flvndd we have 
done in this caie ? Muft we not have 
Accepted iucfa a peace »s nv had -re- 
£a&d i or hare protxa^ed the war till 
vfe had conqtwod Fcacice firft, in or- 
der ID conquer Spain afinnnirds ? Did 
we hope for csviriutioiu in Fraoce ? Wa 
had hoped lor them in Spain : and we 
ihould have bttn bi^bles of oor hopes 
in both. . That tfaore was a ^irit laiied 
againfl the ^pveaaxantof Lewis tho 
fwrtcenth* m his oovt, nay in hia fa- 
mily, and that ftrange iichemes of pri* 
vatp ambkiaa were formed wd £xna.*- 
ing there, I, cannot doufat: and fianc 
effeds of this 4pmt produced per* 
haps the g^eateft mortifications that 
he fufi^red ta the latter part ci hu 
reign. .

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ncral, the endeavours of Lewis the 
fourteenth, and the facfifices he offered to 
make in order to obtjun a peace, had at- 
tached his people more than ever to him :

denberg, in abandoning his grandfon, 
^e French nation would not have aban- 
doned him. 

But to refume what I have faid or 
hinted already, the ncceflary confequcnces 
of ptotratiing the war in order to dc- 
dirone Philip, from the year one thou- 
land fcvcn hundred and etcven inclufive- 
ly, could be no other than thcfe : onr de^ 
fign of penetrating into Fnmce might 
have been defeated, and have become- fe- 
tal to us by a reverfe of fortune : our 
firfl fuccefs might not have obliged the 
French to fubmit} and we might have 
had France to conquer, after we had 
failed in our firft attempt to conquer 
Spain, and even in order to proceed to a 
fecond : the French might have fabmif- 
tcd. 
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ted> and tHe ^)aniards hot ; and whiift- 
the former had been eqiployed to force 
the latter, according to the fcbeme of the 
alfies; or whitft, the latter fubmitting like-' 
wife, Philip had evacuated Spain^ tho. 
high allies might have gone together hy 
the ears about dividing the fpoil, tnd dif- 
pofing of the crown of Spain. To theie 
ifliies were things broiight by protraiSiDg 
the war ; by refufing to make peace, on 
the principles of the grand aUlaoce/ae 
worft, in one thouiand feven hundred 
and fix .; and by refufing to gAnt it, even 
on thofe of the new plan, in one thou- 
fand leveh hundred and ten. Such con- 
tingent events as I haye mentioned ftdod 
in profpeA before us. . The end of the 
war was removed out of fight { and they, 
who clamoured rather than argued for 
the continuation of jt, contented them- 
felves to aifirm that France was not e- 
nough reduced^ and.that no peace ought 
to be made aa long as a prince of the 
houfe of Bourbon remained on the Spanilh 
throne.

The difpo&ion of 
their .eneoiiesinrited diem id do £0^ bat 
that cf their friends, and thatof a party at 
home who had nuried, and been norfed 
hy the war, might have detcEied thetn 
fnun it } ibr the difficulties and danges^ 
la which they muft be exppfed in carrying, 
I i fot- 
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forward this grtkt work, could efcape 
none of th.^m. - In a letter to a frieod it 
may be alloi^ed me to iay, that thejr did 
not efcape me : and that I foresaw, as 
contingent but not improbable erents, a 
good part of what has happened to me 
fince. Tho it was a duty diercfcM-e that 
we owed to our country, to deliver her 
from the' neceflity of bearing any longer 
fo uneqtial a'part in fo uonecefiary a war, 
yet was there fome degree of merit in 
performing It. 1 think fo ftrongly in 
this manner, X am fo incorrigible, my 
lord, that if I could be placed in the fSnie 
circumftances again, I would take the 
fame refolutton, and ad the lame part. 
Age and experience might enable me to 
aft with rhore ability, and greater fkill j 
i>ut all I jfiave fudered fince the death of 
the qoeen'fliould not hinder me from ad-- 
iiig. Wotwithftanding this, I ihall not 
be fbrprized if you think that the peac6 ^ 
of Utrecht w^as not anfwerable to the foo- 
^fs of the war, nor to the effort mads 
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ip it; J think (o myfelf, and have al- 
ways owned, even when it was making 
^d niade,. that I thought fo. Since we 
J^d committed a fuccefsful iblly, we 
ought to have reaped more advantage 
^Qtfi it than wc did : and whether wc 
had left Ph 11, IF, or placed an9ther prince 
op the throne of Spain, we ought to have 
reduced the power of France, andtohave 
ftrcngthencd her neighbours,, much more 
jhan we did. We ought to have reduced 
her power for generations to come, and 
^Qt to have, contented oMrfelves witha. 
rooipentary.reduftion of it. Francewag- 
jexhaufted to a great degree of men and 
money, and her goycrnment had po^gcpr 
^t : but they, who took this for a fu^- 
cient redu<^ioa of her power, looked but 
ifi little way before them, and feafone^ 
too fuperficially. Several fuch there were 
however ; for as it has been faid, that 
there is no extravagancy which fonn^

teft. But he who had judged by the Sifr- 
pearances of things pn oqe fide, at.t^t 
time, would have been apt to think, that

any of her fubjcds a right to adminiAer 
the goFernmeot under her, tho calkd 
to it ^ her, except thofe whom flie bad 
thought fit to lay afide. Extravagant 4^ 
ihcfe princi[^s are, no ether could juftiiy 
the «^idn£t held at that tiooe l^ thoft

DOW, that the phrenzy of this league W|^ 
more unaccountable than that of the. ^ - 
lemn league and covenant, I m%ht hap 
added, that: it was not very many degcecs 
lefscriaainal.

lion. The former might have done fo, 
if -the queen had Bved a little longer.

■■ The obftinatc adherence of the Dutch 
to this league, in oppofition to the queen, 
I'ehdeted the conferences' of Utrecht, 
■when they were opened, no better than 
inock conferences. Had the jnen who 
governed that commonwealth been wife 
Tfthd honcft cnoagh to unite, at leaft then, 
^ - K2 cor- 
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cordially with the queen, and iince they 
could not hinder a congrefs, to ad in 00117 
cert with her in it ; wc (houtd have been. 
ilill in time to maintain a fufHcient uniotx 
ainong the allies, and a fufHcient fupert- 
ority over the French. All the fpccific 
demands that the former made, as well as 
the Dutch themfelves, either to incumber 
the negotiation, or to have in referve, 
according to the artifice ufually employed 
on fuch occafions, certain points from 
which to depart in the courfe of it with 
advantage, would not have been obt^ned j 
but all the clTendal demands, all in parti- 
cular that were really lieceifery to fecurc 
the barriers in the Low Countries and of 
'the four circles againft France, would 
havebeehfo. For France muft have con- 
tinued, in this cafe, rather to fue fer 
peace, than to treat on an equal foot. 
The firft dauphin, fon of Lewis the 
fourteenth, died fcvcral mwiths before 
this congrefs began : the fecond dau- 
phin, his grandfon, and the wife and the 
eldeft 
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-cUeft fon orthis prince, died, foon after 
it began, of the fame unknown diflem- 
•pcr, and were buried together in the fame 
-grave. Such family misfortunes, follow- 
ing a long feries of national misfortunes, 
made the old king, the he bore them 
with much ieeming magnanimi^, deil- 
rous to get out of the war at any 
tolerable rate, that he might not run the 
rifque of leaving a child of five years old, 
the prcfent kiiig, engaged in it. The 
queen did all that Was morally poffible, 
except giving up her honor in the ne- 
gotiation, and the interefts of her fubjei^s 
in the conditions of peace, to procure this

7.?re known and diiappoidtfdi andmoEL-> 
iieur Buys }^d the mca'tific^tion to be per 
proached.with them pirf)licly,, when hfi 
{^ame to t^e leave of the Ipcds of tho 
council, bythe.earlof OxFDKOi who en- 
tered into many particulars tha£ could ocft 
be denied* pf the private truifaiSlions o£ 
this fort, towhichBuYs hadhiKaaparty^ 
in compliance with his inftruOions, and 
as I believcj much againil Iiis own fenie

the Qvents of the campaign. But ioAcad 
ofdefcatiflgthe fucceis of the congreft, 
ttie^veats of the campaign ferved only 
to turn this fuccefs in ^vour of France.

So much, that if I had 
had an opportunity of fpcaking in private 
to the queen; after I had received monfieiir 
De Torcy's letter to me on -the fubjeft, 
and before ihe went into the cbuncH, I 
ihould have Ipoken to her, I diink, in the 
firft heat, ag^nfl: it. The truth is how- 
ever, that die flep was juAffiaUe at diat 
point of time in every rclpciS, and there- 
fore that the confequences are to bccharg-

'. on themfelves, not to the account of the 
queen, nor of the nuniflerAdio advifed 
her.

order at Utrecht, and which fhewedtihem, 
diathcr refoluUon was taken not to fubmit 
to the league into which they bad enter- 
ed againil: her, could prevail on them to 
make a right ufe of thefe two months, by 
endeavouring to renew their union and 
good underlUndiDg with, the queen ; 
dio I can iay with the greateft truth, 
and they could not doubt of it at the 
time., tluLtlhewpuklhave gone more than 
half-way to meet them, and that her 
miniilers would have done their utmoft 
to bring it about.

' defend hi3 coaft at the fatter end of his 
Aril war with Holland, the allies might 
have pla^^ed a fiire game in ^tisfying thc^ 
vengeance On the French, as the Dutch 
did on tl3 in one thouiaDd fix hundred 

>;uid iix^ feven; and impofing^ harder 

■ terms «! diem, than thofe they offered, 
or would have accepted. But this vras 
not the cafe. The French af my was, I 
believe, more numerous than the army of 
the allies, even before ieparadon, and co**- 
ttaaij in'much abetter condtdon than two 

• W three years before, when a deluge of 
Uood was fpitt to diflodge them, fbr we 
4id no more, at Malplaquet. Would the 
Germans and the Dutch have found it more 
cafy to force diem at this time, than it Was 
It that? Would not the French have 
fought with as much obfUnacy to fave 
Paris, OS they did to ^ive Mons P and, 
L 3 with 
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with all the regard due to the dake of 
Ormonde and to iprince Eugene, was 
theabfenceofthedukeofMARLBORouGH 
of no confequcnce ? Turn this affair every 
way in your thoughts, my lord, and you 
will find that the Germans and the Dutch 
had nothing in theirs, but to break, at any 
rate, and at any rifque, the negotiations 
that were begun, and to reduce Great 
Britain to the neceflity of continuing, what 
flic had been too long, a province of the 
confederacy'. A province indeed, and not 
one of the beft treated ; fince the confe- 
derates aiiumed a right of obliging her to 
keep her pa<fts with them, and of difpenf- 
jng with their obligations to her; of ex- 
haufling her, without rulc» or proportion, 
or meafurc, in the ftipport of a wai*, to 
wliich fhe alone contributed more than all 
of them, and in which flie had no longer 
an immediate intereft, nor even any remote 
intereft that was not common, or, with 
"refpedt .to her, very dubious ; and, after 
all this, of complaining that the Queen 
prefumed 
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prefumcd to hearken to overtures of peace, 
and to iet a negotiation on foot, whilft 
their humour and ambition required that 
the war ihould be prolonged for an inde- 
finite time, and for a purpofe that was 
either bad or indeterminate. 

The fufpeniion of arms, that began in 
the Low Countries, was continued, and 
extended afterwards by the a£t I figned at 
pontainebleau. The fortune of the w^r 
turned at the fame time : and all thoJc 
difgtaces , followed, which obliged the 
Dutch to treat, and to dcfire the afliflance 
of the Queen, whom tliey had fet at de- 
fiance fo lately. Tbisa/Tiftance they had, 
as cffedually as it could be given in the 
circumftances, to which they had reduced 
themfelves, and the whole alliance: and 
the peace of Great Britain, Portugal, Savoy, 
Pjuffia, and the States General, was made, 
withouthis Imperial majefly's concurrence, 
in the fpriijg of one thoufand fcven hun- 
dred and thirteen ; as it might have been 
L 3 made. 
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made, much inoreadvantageoufly for thert 
all, in that of one thousand ieven hundred 
and twdve. Lefe obftinacy on the part 
of the States, and perhaps more decifive 
rcfohitions on the part of the Queen, 
would have wound up all thefe dividc4 
threads in one, and have finilhed thii 
great work much fooner and better. I 
&f, perhaps more decifive refolutions on 
the part of the Queen ; becaufe, altho 
I think that I fliould have conveyed hec 
opfcrs for figning a treaty of peace with 
France, before the armies to!^ (he field, 
much mor< willingly, than 1 executed 
them afterwards in figning that of the 
Reflation of arms; yet I do not prcfunm 
to decide, but (hall defire your loidfliip tq 
do fo, on ft review of all circumftances, 
feme of whiph I (hall joft mention.

moft of their power, and by means of every 

fort, from the firft appeapiices of a nego. 

tiation ; 
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tia^n } the ^aaai effe«5^ of this vu^ent 
o^wfiuonj <m h^ and hec minUlers was, 
to make them proceed by fiowccand jnoxe 
cautious ftcps : the pardcu}ar ^e£t of it 
was, to oUigc them to open die eyes- of 
the nation, and to inflame the people with 
a dcfire of peace, by (hewing, in the moft 
public and fplemn manner, bow unequalli^ 
■we were butd«ied,~ and how, «t>fiuriy we 
wen treaded by our aUies, The firft gave 
an air of diffidence ^d |iip^^ to th^ir 
condu£t, which encourag^ the leagues 
and gave vigour to the -opppfition. TIk 
fecond uritated the Dutch psurticularly^ 
for the emperor -and the. other aUie& h^ud 
die modefty-at leaft, not topnt^d to bear 
any prc^rtioo in the ap«nf)e of the war t 
9fld thus the two powers, whoie u&ion 
was the moA eflential, were the moH at 
variance, and the Queen was obliged to 
s£t m a clo^ coicertwith^hcr enemy 
whode&ed pc8ce„ than ihe wovdd havp 
d^ifr if her allies had beea lefs obilinately 
bent to jHTOtta^ the war,, During thefe 
L 4 tranf- 
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tiaoik^ons, my \atd Oxfokd, who had 

his correfpondencies apart, and a private 
thread of negotiation ^dways in his hands, 
entertained hopes that Philip would be 
brought . to abandon Spain in Bivour of his 
fether-in-law, and to content himfelf with 
the ftates of that prince, the kingdom of 
Sicily, and the prefcrvation of! hfG right of 
fucceflion to the crown o£ France. Whe- 
ther my lord had any particular reafons 
for entertaiiling thefe hopes, beiidcs the 
general reaibns founded on the condition 
of France, on that of the Bourbon family, 
and on the difpofition of Lewis the four- 
teenth, Idoubt very much. That Lewis, 
whofoughtjandhadneedof feeking peace, 
ftlmoft at any rate, and who faw that he 
could not c^tain it, even of the Quceti, 
unlefsFHjLip abandoned immediately the 
crown of Spain, or abandoned immediate^ 
ly, by renunciation and a foiemn a£i of 
exclution, ail prctenfion to that of France; 
'that Lewis was dcfirous <rf the former, 
I cannot doubt. That Philip woukl 
liave

have abandoDcd Spain, . wiA the equiva- 
lents thatliavc been mentionedr or ei^er 
af them, I bcHevc iikcadfe }■ if the prefcnt 
king of France: had died,;-when his fedftr;

all had the fams^diftemper.. ButLewis 
would qHs no violent- means .'to force his 
grandfonj thfrC^ieenwould^iotcontiaue 
the war to force him;. PfiiLip. was too 
obftinate, ami his wife toofambitious, to 
quit the crown of Spain, wJben they had 
diTcovered bur weakness, and felt tiieir 
own ftrei^th in that country, by their 
fuccefs in the campaign' of one thouland 
fevcn hundred and ten :- after which my 
lord Stanhope himfelf was convinced 
that Spain could not be conquered^ nor 
kept, if it was conquered ,: without a much 
greater army, than it was poflible for us 
tQ fend thither. In that :Gtuation it was 
wild to imagine, as the earl o^Oxford 
imagined, or pretended to imagine, that 
they would quit the crown of Spain, for 
fi. remote and uncertain prolpei^i c^ fuc- 
fcedine to that of France, and to.content 
theni- 
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dienifi^8fiQfee,intheinetBaHnr, prinoM 
ofTeryfinalldomiiuoiu. Philip thvfr^

Jh ORfcf toiirlm at 
any ftact, it was oetii&qr to do wbn 
the Quten did, or to do tftOt : and, in ' 
order to arrive at a good one, it was ne^ 
pa&ry tb be prepared to tahy on the war, 
ai well as to nuke a Aewof It; ibr {h# 
had die faaid t^ upon her, of guarding

^ot in that ferment, when Ibv men con> 
fidered any thing coolly, the ^odod of ^ 
her general, dter he took the fi^, dto 
la covered fbe allies in the fiege bf C2u<l 
poy, corrdl^xmded ill, in appearance, with 
the declarations of carrying on tile war 
rigorouily, that had been made, on fereral 
occafions, before the campaign opened. 
It'had an air of donblp deahngj and as 
liieh it pafled among thole, who did rM 
pombine in their thoughts all the cimim- 
ftances of the conjanAore, or who werk" 
in&tuated with the notional neceility of 
pontinuing the war. The clamour could 
mt hare been greater, if 'AeQAan had 
£gned'' 
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figned her peace feparately : asd> I thmk> 
the 4ippeara.ncci might havebeen explained 
as favourably in one cale, as in the other. 
From the death of the emperor Jq&«ph,. 
it was neither our interell, nor the.common 
intereft, well underftood, to fct the aown 
of Spain on the prefent emperor's head. 
As foon therefore as Philip had made 
his option, and if flie had. taken this refo- 
lution early, his option would have been 
fooner made, I prefume that the Queen 
might have declared, that ihe would not 
contioue the war ^i hour longer to pro- 
cure Spain ibr his Imperial majeily ; that 
the engagements, fhe had taken whilft be 
was archduke, bound her no more; that, 
by his acceffion to the emplVe, .the very 
nature of them was altered J thatftietook 
cffeflual meafurcs to prevent, in any £<i- 
turc time, an union of the crowns of 
France and Spain ; and, upon the fame 
principle, would not confent, much lefs 
fight, to bring about an immediate union 
of the Imperial and Spanifli crowns ; that 
they. 
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they, who infifted to protraft the war, 
intended this union ; that they could in- 
tend nothing clfc, fince tlrey ventured td 
break widi her, rather than to treat, and 
were fo eager to put the rcafdnaWc iatii^ 
faflion, that they might have in every 
other cafe without hazard, on the uiicer* 
. tain events of war j that ftie would not be 
impoledonany longer in this manner, and 
that Ihe had ordered her minillcrs to fign 
her treaty with France, on the furrender 
of Dunkirk into her hands ; that Hie, pre- 
tended not to preiccibe to her allies, but 
that (he had- infifted, in their behalf, «i 
certain cbnditionSj'that France was obl^ed 
fogranc to thofeof them, who ihould fign 
their trcatiesf at the lame time as fhe did, 
or who Hiould coaient to aa immediate 
,cefiatIon af arms, and during the ceflation 
treat undei" her mediation. There had 
-been more frankncfs, and rawe dignity in 
this proceeding, and the effeft mufi; have 
.been more advantageous. France would 
hdve granted more for a feparate peace, 
than 
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: dna fiir 1 cef&tion : and the Dutch woolil 
bare been more influenced by the profpeCt 

. of one, than of the other J e^wcially finctf . 
Ais proceeding wottld have been very di£- 
fecent from U>ein at Munfler, md at 
Nimegben, where they abandoned thdr 
aUiea, without any other pretence thandu 
particular advantage they feund in doing 
ib. A fuQjeofion of the operadons of the 
Qoeea's troops, nay a cellation of amis 
between her and France, wai not de&id- 
tnae ; and they might, and they did, hope 
to d^ her 'back under thdr, and the 
German yoke. Thit cherefbce was not

■ hinder them from making all the^n&t- 
tunate haOe they did make to get thetf- 
ftives beaten at Denain. Butthey wooM 
poflibly have laid afide dlek vain hope^, 
if they had feen die Qgeeo'i miaiAen 
ready to iign her treaty of peace, and thiifc 
of fome principal allies ready to fig^ al-^ 
fame time; in which cafe the milchid; 
Aat followed, had beoi prevented, and

But, 
to carry the coiiiparifon oftbefetwo mea- 
sures to the end; U may bo fupppfed that 
the Dutch would have taken the, lame 
{)art, on the .Queen's declaring a feparate 
peace, as they, took on her declaring a 
ceilation. The Reparations, for the cam- 
paign in the Low Countries were, made ; 
■the Dutch, like the other confederates, 
iiadajuft confidence in thrown troops, 
,and an unjujd: contempt for.thofeof the 
enemyj they were tranfported from their 
ufual folmety and caution by .the ambitipus 
profpcft of large acquiiitiops, which had 
Jjeeh opened artfully to them ; the reft of 
the confederate, arpyr was compofed of 
Imperial. and.-Ga-man. troths: fo that the 
Dutdji, the; Imperialifts, and the other' 
"Germans.havinganintereft: to decide which 
was no., longer the intereft of the whole 
confederacy, they might have united a- 
g^nft the Queen in one cafe^ as they did 
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in the other } and the mifchicf, that 
Allowed to them and the common caufe, 
might not have been prevented. This 
might have been the cafe, no doubt. 
They might have flattered themfelves 
that they fliould be able to break into 
Frahte, and to force Philip, by the 
diftrcfe brought on his grandfather, to rc- 
fign the crown of Spain to the empsror, 
even after Great Britain, and Portugal, 
and Savoy too perhaps, were drawn out 
of the war } for thefe princes defired as 
little, as the Queen, to fee the Spanifh 
crown on the emperor's hsad. But, even 
in this cafe, tho the madnefs would have 
been greater, the effeft would not have 
been worfe* The Queen would have 
been able to ferve thefe confederates as 
well by being mediator in the negotia- 
tions, as they left it in her power to do, 
by being a party in them : and Great 
Britain would have had the advantage of 
being delivered fa much fooner from 
a burden, which whJmfical and wicked 
Vol. 11.

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politics had impofed, and continued upon 
her, till it was become intolerabk. Of , 
thefe two meafurefr, at the time when we 
might have taken either, there were per- 
fons who thought the laft preferable to the 
former. But it never came into public 
debate. Indeed it never could ; too much 
time iuvlng been Loft in waiting for the 
option of Ph I L 1 p, and the fufpenfion an4 
ceflaiion having been brought before the 
council rather as a meafure taken, than a- 
matter to be debated. If your lordfliip, 
or any one elfe, fliould judge» that» in fuch 
circomftances as thofe of the confederacy 
in the beginning of one thou^d leven 
hundred and twelve, the latter meafure 
ought to have been taken, andtheGordian 
knot to have been cut, rather than to 
fuffer a mock treaty to languilh on, with 
fo much advantage to the French as the 
difanion of the allies gave them ; in fliort, 
if flowncfs, perplexity, inconfiftency^ and 
indecifion ihould be objcflcd, in fome 
inftances, to the Queen's councils at that 
time ; 
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time ; if h {hould be faid particularly, that 
ihe did not obferve the precife moment 
when the conduct of the league formed 
againft her, being expofed to mankind, 
would have juftified any part flie fliould 
have taken (iho ihe declared, foon after 
the moment was paflcd, that this conduft 
had fct her free from all her engagements) 
and when (he ought to have taken that of 
drawing, by one bold meafure, her allies 
out of the war, or herfelf out of the con- 
federacy, before ftie loft her influence on 
France : if all this fliould be objected, yet 
would the proofs brought to fupportthcfe 
©bjcflions flicw, that we were better allies 
than politicians ; that the defire the Queen 
had to treat in concert with her confede- 
rates, and the refolution ftie took not to 
fign without them, made her bsar what 
■no crowned head had ever borne before ; 
and that where flie erred, flie erred princi- 
pally by the patience, the compliance, arid 
the condefccnfion ftie exercifcd towards 
them, and towards her own fubjcas in 
M 2 league 
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.kaguc with them. Such objeftions as 
thcfe may lye to the Queen's condiuft, in 
the courfe of this great affair ; as well as 
obj?(ftions of hiiman infirmity to that of 
(he perfons employed, by her in the b-anf- 
aflions of it ; from which neithftr thofe 
who preceded, nor thofe who fliceeeded, 
have, I prefume, been free. But the 
.principles on which they proceeded were- 
honcfl, the me^ns they ufed were lawful, 
and the event they propofed to bring about 
was juft. Whereas the very foundation of 
all the oppolition to the, peace was laid ia 
injuftice and folly: for what could be 
more unjuft, than, the attempt of the 
Pntch and the Germans, to force the 
Queen to continue a war for their pri- 
vate intereft and ambition, the difpropnr- 
tionaic expencc of which opprciTcd the 
commerce of her fubjet^s, and loaded 
them with debts foj ages yet to come ? 
awar, the otyeftof which was fochanged, 
that from the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and eleven fhc made it not only 
without. 
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^vkhout any engagement, but againft her 
own, aiid the common intereft ? What 
could be more foolilh j you will think 
that I foftcn the term too much, and you 
will be in the right to think fo : what 
could be more fooliih, than the attempt 
of a party in Britain, to protraft a war 
fo nlinous to their country, without any 
reafon that they durft avow, except that 
of wreaking the refentments of Europe 
on France, and that of uniting the Im- 
perial and Spanilh crowns on an Auflrian 
head ? one of which was to purchafc re- 
venge at a price too dear ; and the other 
was to expofe the liberties of Europe to 
new danger?, by the conclufion of a war 
which had been made to aifert and iecure 
them? 

I HAVE dwelt the longer 00 thecon- 

Sa& of thofe who promoted, and of thofe 

who oppofed, the negotiations of the peace 

made at Utrecht, and on the comparifon 

M3 . of 
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of the meafure purfued by the Queen with 
that which ihe might have purfued^ be- 
caufe the great benefit we ought to reap 
from the ftudy of hiftory, cannot be reaped 
unlefs we accullom ourfelves to compare 
the conduit of different government^, and 
different parties, in the fame conjunftures, 
and to obferve the meafures they did pur- 
fue, and the meafures they might have 
purfued, with the afhifil confequences 
that followed one, and the polHble, or 
probable confequences, that might hav^ 
followed the other. By this cxerciie of 
the mind, the Audy of hiflory anticipates, 
as it were, experience, as I have obferved 
in one of the firft of thcfe letters, and 
prepares us for a^ion. If this confidera-^ 
tion ihould not plead a fufHcient excule 
for my prolixity on this head, I have one 
more to add that may. A rage of war- 
ring poUelTed a party in our nation till 
the death of the late Queen ; a rage of 
negotiating has poiTelTed the fame party 
of men, ever iince. You have fcen the 
conr 
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conlequences of one: you fee actually 
thofe of the other. The irage of warring 
confirmed the beggary of oar nation, 
which began as early as the revolution ; 
bat then it gave, in the laft vraii repn- 
tetion to our arms, and our councils too. 
For tho I think, and muft always think, 
t^t the princif^e, on which wc a£ted 
aiter departing from that laid down in the 
grand alliance of one thousand feven hun- 
dred and one, was wrong ; yet muft we 
confeis that it was purfued wilely, as well 
as boldly. The rage of negotiating has 
been a chargeable rage Ukewile, at leaft 
as chargeable in it's proportion. Far from 
paying our debts, contracted in war, they 
continue much the fame, after three and 
twenty year; of peace. The taxes that 
oppreis our mercantile intereft the moil 
are Aill in mortgage ; and thofe that op- 
prefs the landed intereft the moft, inftead 
of being laid on extraordinary occalions, 
are become the ordinary funds for the 
current fervice of every year. This is 
M 4r grievous, 
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grievous, and thp more fo to any mitt, 
who has the honour of his country,' as 
wcU as her profperjty at heart, becaufe 
we have not, in this c'afe, the airy con- 
folation we had in the other. The rage 
of negotiating begantwwity years agqj uti- 
der pretence of conflimmating the tiraty 
ef Utrecht: and, from that 'time' to this, 
our minifters have been in one perpetual 
mizc. They have made therafelres and 
us, often, objeSs of averfioqto tliepowc;;s 
on the contineht: and we. are become 
at laft objcfls of contempt, even to the 
■ Spainiards. What other cfFcfft could our 
abfurd conduit have ? What other return 
has it defcrved ? We cSme exhaufted out 
of long wars; and, inftead of purfuing 
ilie meafures neceflary to gjve us means 
and opportunity to repair our ftrength and 
to diminifh our burdens, our minifters 
have aftcd, from that time to this, like 
men who fought pretences to keep the 
nation in the fame exhaufted condition, 
and under the fame load of debt. This 
may 
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taoay have been tbcic view perhaps; laod 
we could not be furpriicd if we heard ;the 
feme men da:lare nation^ poverty necef- 
fery to fiipport the prefent, government, 
who have So frequently dctlated coiTup- 
tion and a ilaDdisg array to be ib. : Your 
good feofej my< lord, your vi^i^, and ypuc 
love of your qoiwtry, wUI alway* deter- 
mine you to oppo& fiich vile fchemes, 
and to contribute your octnoA towards, the 
cure of both the&. Ifiaad^ of rege ; , ,the rage 
of warring, without any propOTtionable 
mtSfeO: of our own,, for the ambition of 
others; and'^e r^ge of O^gotiatJ^^ :0i> 
ev«y occ^on, at any ^ rate, without 4 
iaSacknt call to it, ifnd without apy: part 
of that deciding influence which we ought 
to have. Our nation inhabits an ifland, 
and 19 one of the principal nuticuiis of Eu- 
rope ; but, tp maintain this rank, we muft 
take the advant9g<t ^f this fituation, 
which have been negleifled by us for al- 
moft half a century : we muft always 
fcmember, that we are not part of the 
' " con- 
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continent, but we mnft never forget that 
we are neighbours to it. 1 will conchide, 
by applying a rule tlut Horace gives 
£>r the conduct of an epic <x dramatic 
poem, to the'part Gmt Britain oi^ht to 
take in the aflairs of the continent, if 
you allow me to transform Britannia into 
a male divinity, s£ the verfe requires. 

Nee Deus interfit, niii dignus vindice nodo* 
Inciderit. 

If thefc reflcftions are juft, and I fBould 
not have offered them to your lordlhip 
had they not appeared both juft and im- 
portant to my beft undoriland}ng, yon 
will think that I have not fpent your time 
unprc^tably in making them, and exciting 
you by them to examine the true intereft 
of your country relatively to foreign af- 
fairs j and to comjare it with thofe prin- 
ciples of condud, that, I am perfuaded, 
have no other foundation than party-de- 
figns, fs-ejudices, and habits j the pi4vate 
intcrcil 
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. intereft of fome mciij and the ignorance 
and ralhne£ of others. 

My letter is grown fo long, that I fhall 
iky nothing to yonr lordfhip at this time 
concerning the ftudy of modern hiftory, 

.relatively to the intcrefts of your country 
in domeilic a^irs; and I diink there will 
he no need to do fo at any other. The 

, Hiilory of the rebellion by your great 
grand&ther, and his private luemori^ 
which your lordlhip has in manufcript, 
will guide you furely as far as they go: 
where they leave ^n, your lordfhip muft 
not czpefl any hiflDry ; for we have nwre 
reaibn to make this complaint, ** abeft 
" emm hiftoria littcris noftris," than 
Tolly had to put it into the mouth of 
Atticus in bis firft book Of laws. But 
where hiftory leaves you» it is wanted 
leaft : the traditions of this century, and 
of the latter end of the laft, are frefli. 
Many, who were aftors in fome of thefe 
«ventt:, are alive } and many who have 
con- 
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converfed with thofe that were aflors in 
others. The public is in poilc0ion of fq- 
veralcotlei^ions andmemoriai6,and.fevcral 
there are in private hanjds. You wilt want 
no nuterials to form true notions of tninf- 
aaiwis fo recent. Even pftftipbkts, writ : 
on diiferent fides and on different occafions 
inonr party difpates, and htftories of no 
more authority than pamphlet, will help 
you to come at truth. Read them with 
fufpicion, my lord, for tlwy dfcferve to be 
fufpeSed ; pay no regard to the epithets 
given, niir to the judgments paffed ; ncgleft 
alt deelamatioD, weigh the reafohing, and 
advert . to h&. With fuch precautions, 
even Bijrnet's hiftory may be of feme 
ufe. In a word, your lordJhip will want 
no help of mine to difcovcr, by what 
progrcflion the whole conftitution of our 
country, and even the chara<fter of our 
nation, has been altered: nor how much 
a worfe ufe, in a national fenfe, tho abetter 
in the fenfe of party politics, the men called 
^higs have made of long wars and ne^r 
fyflemg 
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fyftcms of revenue, fince the revolution j 
than the men called Tories made before 
k, of long peace, and ftalc prerogative. 
When you look back three or four gene- 
rations ago, you will fee that the Englifh 
were a plain, perhaps a rough, but agood- 
natured hofpitable people, jealous of their 
liberties, and able as well as ready to dc" 
fend them, with their tongues, their pens, 
and their fwor<^. The reiloration tsegan 
to turn hofpitality into luxury, -pleafare 
into debauch, and country peersand coun- 
try commoners into courtiers and men of 
, mode. But whilft our luxury wa& young, 
it was litde more than elegance : ^e de- 
bauch of that age was enlivened with wit, 
and varnifhed over with gallantry. The 
courtiers, and the men of mode, knew 
what the conftUution was, refpetfted it, 
and often aflerted it. Arts and fciences 
flourifticd, and, if we grew more trivial,, 
we were not become either grofsly igno- 
rant, or openly profligate. Since the re- 
volution, onr kings have been reduced 
. indeed 
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indeed to a feeming annual dependance 
on parliament ; but the bufioefs of par- 
liament, which was eileemed in general a 
doty before, has been exercifed in general 
as a trade fince. The trade of parliament, 
and the trade oS fonds, have grown uni- 
verlal. Men, who flood forward in the 
world, have attended to little elfe. The 
frequency of parliaments, that increaied 
their importance, and fhould have in- 
creafed the refpcifl for them, has taken 
off from their dignity : and the fpirit that 
ivevailed, whilft the fervice in them was 
duty, has been debaied fince it became a 
trade. Few know, and fcarce any relpeft, 
theBritifli conftitution : that of the Church 
has been long fince derided ; that of the 
State as long neglected ; and bo& have 
been leftatthe mercy of the men in power, 
whoever thofc men were. Thus the 
Church, at leaft the hierarchy, however 
facred in it'sorigin or wife in it's inftitution^ 
is become an ufelefs burden on the S^te : 
^uid the State is become, under ancient 
and 
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and known ferms^ a Jiew dtad undefiaable 
monfter; compofed ol a king widiout 
monarchical fpleodor, a f^nate of nobles 
wkbout ariftocratical independency, and 
a ienate of commons without democratical 
freedom. In the mean time, my lord, 
the very idea of wit, and all that can be 
called tafte, has been loft among the great ; 
arts and fciences are fcarcc alive ; luxury 
has been increafed, but not refined; cor* 
ruptionhas been eftabliihed, and isavowed. 
When governments are worn out, thus It 
is : the decay appears in every inftance. 
Public and private virtue, public and pri- 
vate fpirit, fcience, and wit, decline all 
together. 

That you, my lord, may have a long 
and glorious ihare in reftoring all thefe, 
and in drawing our government back to 
the true principles of it, I wifti moft 
heartily. Whatever errors I may have 
committed in public life, I have always 
loved my country : whatever faults may 
be 
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be objcdied to me in private life, I 
have always loved my friend : wfhatever 
u&ge I have received from my country, 
it fhall never make me break with her : 
whatever ufage I have received from my 
friends, I never ftiall break with tiiie of 
them, while I thifik hint a friend to my 
country. Thefe are thefentimentsof my 
heart. I know they are thofe of your 
lordfhip's: and a. communion of fuch 
fcntiments is a tye that will engage me to 
be, as long as I live.

General Hiftory of Europe. 
LETTER I. 

IS H A L L take the liberty of writing 
to you a little oftener than the three 
or four times a year, which, you tell me» 
are all you can allow yourfelf to write to 
thofe you like beft : and yet I declare to 
you with great truth, that you never knew 
me fo bufy in your life, as I am at prefent. 
You muft not imagine from hence, that 
I am writing memoirs of myfelf. The 
fubjedl is too flight to ilefcend to poflerity, 
ip any other manner, than by that occa- 
iional mention which may be made of 
any little adtor in the hiftory of our age. 
Vol. II. N Sylla. 
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SvLLA, Caesar, and others of that rank, 
were, whilft they lived, at the head of 
mankind : their ftory was in fome fort 
the ftory of the world, and as fuch might 
very properly be tranfmitted under their 
names to future generations. But for thofe 
who have afted much inferior parts, if tiiey 
publifh the piece, and call it after their own 
names, they are impertinent j if they pub- 
lish only their own (hare in it, they inform 
mankind by halves, and neither give much 
inftraSioh, nor" create much attention. 
France abounds with writers of this fort, 
and, I think, we fall into the other extreme- 
Let me tell you, on this occafion, what 
has fometimes come into my thoughts. 

There is hardly any century in hif- 
tory which began by opening fo great a 
fcene, as the century wherein we live, and 
fliall, I fuppofe, dit. Compare it with 
others, even the moft famous, and you 
will think (o. I will Iketch the two laft, 
to help your memory. 

The 
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The lofs of that balance which Lau- 
rence of Medicis had prefcrved, during 
his time, in Italy ; the expedition of* 
Charles the eighth to Naples j the in- 
trigues ,ofrfie duke of Milan, whofpun, 
with all the refinements of art, that net 
wherein he was taken at laft himfelf j tlie 
fuccefsful dexterity of Ferdinand the 
Catholic, who built one pillar of the Au- 
ftrlan greatnefs in Spain, in Italy, and in 
the Indies 3 as the fUcceffion of the houfe 
of Burgundy, joined to the imperial dignity 
and the hereditary countries, eftablilhed 
another in the upper and lower Germany : 
thefe caufcs, and many others, eambined 
to form a very extraordinary conjunfture j 
and, by their confequences, to render the 
fixteenth century fruitful of great events, 
and of ailoniihlng revolutions. 

The beginning of the feventeenth 

opened fUU a greater and mofe important 

fcene. The Spanilh yoke was well-nigh 

N 2 impofed 
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impofeil on Italy by the famous triumvi- 
rate, Toledo atMilan,OssuKAat Naples, 
arid La Cueva at Venice. Thediftrac- 
tions of France, aswdl as the ftate-jiolicy 
of the queen mother, feduccd by Rome, 
and amu{ed by Spain; the defpicable cha- 
raiScr of our James the firft, the rafhneis 
of the eleftor Palatine, the bad intelligence 
of the princes and ftates of the league in 
Germany, the mefcetiary temper of Jo-att 
George of Saxony, and the great quali- 
ties of Maximilian of Bavaria, raifed 
Ferdinand the ^ond to the imperial 
tbronej when, the malesofthe elder branch 
of the Auftrian fimily in Germany being 
extinguilhedat the death of Matthias, , 
nothing was more deiirablej nor perhaps 
more pradicable, than to throw the em- 
pire into another houfe. Germany ran 
the lame rifqueas Italy had done: Fer- 
dinand feemed more likely, even than 
Charles the fifth had been, to bccftme 
flbfolute mailer } and, if France had not 
fijrniihed the greateft miotllcr, and the 
North 
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North the greateft captain, of that age, in 
die lamp point of time, Vienna and Ma- 
drid would have given the law to the 
weftern wcn-ld. 

As the Auftrian fcalc funk, that of 
Bourbon rofe. The true date of the rife 
^that power, which has made the kings 
of France fo confiderable in Europe, goes 
up as high ae Charles the feventh, and 
Liwis the eleventh. The weaknefs of 
9ur HtNRY the flxth, the loofe conduffc . 
of Edward the fourth, and perhaps the 
overfights of Henry the feventh, helped 
very naudi to koit that monarchy toge- 
ther, as well as to enhrge it. Advantage' 
might have been taken of the diviiions 
wWch religion occaiioned ; and fupport- 
'^n^ the proteflant f>arty in France would 
Ijave kept that crown under reftraints, 
$nd onder inabilities, in fome meafure 
equal to thofe which were occaiioned 
anciently by the yaft alienations of it's 
4cmefnes, and l^ the exorbitant power of 
N 3 it's

it's vaffals. But James the firftwae in? 
capable of thinking with fenfc, or afling 
■with fpirit. Charles the firft had an 
imperfcdt glimpfe of his true intereft, but 
his uxorious temper, and the extrava- 
gancy of that madman Bopkingham, 
gave Richelieu time to finifli a great 
part of his projeiS: and the miferies, that 
followed in England, gave Mazarin 
time and opportunity to complete the 
fyftem. The laft great act of this car- 
djpal's adminiftration was the Pyrenean 
treaty. 

Hetie I would begin, by rcprefcnting 
the face of Europe fuch as it was at that 
epocha, the intercfts and the condudt of 
England, France, Spain, Holland, and the 
Empire. A fummary recapitulation fliould 
follow of all the fteps taken by France, 
during more than twenty years, to arrive 
at the great objedl flie had propofed to 
herfcif in making this treaty: the moil 
folcmn article of which the piiniftcr, 
who 
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who negotiated it, defigned (hould be 
violated j as appears by hia letters, writ 
£-om the Jfland (^Pheafants, if I miftake 
not. After this» another draught of Eu- 
rope fhould have it's place, according to 
the relations, which the feveral powers 
flood in, one towards another, in one 
thoufand iix hundred and eighty eight: 
and the alterations which the revolution 
in England made in the politics of Europe. 
A fummary account fliould follow of the 
events of the war that ended in one thou- 
sand fix hundred and ninety f.;ven, with the 
different viewsofkingWiLLi AM the third, 
and Lewis the fourteenth, in making the 
peace, of Ryfwic; which matter has been 
much canva0ed, and is little underflood. 
Then the difpcfitions made by the parti- . 
tion-treaties, and the influences and con* 
fequences of ihcfe treaties; and a third 
draught of the ftate of Europe at the death 
of CivvRLES -the fecond of Spain. All 
this would make the fubjedl of one or two ' 
books, and would be the moft proper 
N 4 intro- 
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introduiSion imag^iuble to an hiUory of 
that war with which our century began, 
and of the peace which followed. 

Tiys war, fbrefecn for above half a 
century, had been, during all that time, 
the great and conftant object of the coun- 
cils of Europe, .The prize to be contended 
for was the richetV, that ever had been 
ftaked, fince thofe of the Perfian and Ro- 
man empires. The union of two powers, 
which feparately, and in oppofition, had 
aimed at univerfal monarchy, was appre- 
hended. The confederates therefore en- 
gaged in it, to maintain a balance between 
the two houfes of Anftria and Bourbon, 
in order to prefervc their fecurity, and to 
■ aflcrt their independance. But with the 
fuccefs of the war they cljanged their 
views : and, if ambition began it on the 
fide of France, ambition continued it on 
the other. The battles, the lieges, the 
furpriling revolution^ which happened in 
ihc courfe of this war, are not to be pa-, 
ralleled 
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r^leletj in any period of the fame com- 
fafs. The motives, and the mealurcs, by 
which it was protraaed, the true reafons 
why it ended in a manner, which ap- 
peared not proportionable to it's fucccfe ; 
and the new poUhcal iUte, into which 
Europe was dirown by the treaties of 
Utrecht and Baden, are fubjeds an which 
few perfons have the neceilary in&>rma- 
tions, and yet cveiy one fpeaks with af- 
furance, and even with paiQon, I think 
I could fpeak on them with foroe know- 
ledge, and with as much indifference as 
PoLYBius docs of the negotiations of his 
fether LycoRTAs, even in thofe points 
where I was myfelf an ador. 

I WILL even confefs to you, that I 
ibould not defpair of performing this part 
better than the former. There, is nothing 
in my opinion fo hard to execute, as thofe 
political maps, if you will allow me fuch 
an expreflion, and thofe fyftems of hints, 
rather it&n relations cf events, which arc 
. . neccff^iry 
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neccHary to conneift and explain them j 
and which mull be fo concife, and yet 
ib full; h complicate/ and yet fo clear. 
I know nothing of this fort well done by 
-the ancients. Salust's introduction, as 
well as that of Thucydides, might 
ferve almoft for any other piece of the 
Roman w* Greek ilory, as well as for 
thofe, which thefc two great authors chofe. 
PoLYBius does not come up, in his in- 
trodudlion, to this idea neither. Among 
the moderns, the firft book ofMACHj- 
avel's Hiftory of Florence is a noble 
original of this kind : and perhaps father 
Paul's Hiftory of Benfefices is, in the 
ia me kind of compofition, inimitable. 

These are a few of thofe thoughts, 
which come into my mind when I 
confider how incumbent it is on every 
man, that he fhould be able to give an 
account even of his leifure; and, in the 
midft of folitudej be of fome ufe to fa- 
ciety. 

I KNOW 
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I KNOW not whether I ihall have 
icourage enough to undertake the tafk I 
have chalked- out :^ I diflruil my abilities 
with reafon, and I fliall want feveral in- 
formations, not cafy, I doubt, for me to 
obtain. But, in all events, it will not be 
poffible for me to go about it this year j 
the reafons of which would be long 
enough to fill another letter, and I doubt 
that you will think this grown too bulky 
already.

LETTER n. 

SINCE my laft to your lordlhip, this 
is the firft favourable opportunity I 
have had of keeping the promife I made 
you. I will avoid prolixity, as much as I 
can, in a firft draught of my thoughts; 
but I muft give you them as they rife in 
my mind, without ftaying to marflial 
them in clofe order. 

A s proud as we are of human rcafon, 
nothing can be more abfurd than the ge- 
neral fydem of human life, and human 
know- 
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knowledge. This feculty of diftinguidi- 
ing trae from feifc, right from wrongs 
and what is a^eeable, from what is re- 
pugnant, to nature» either by one aft, or 
by a longer procefs of intuition, has not 
been given with fo iparing an hand, ta 
many appearances would make us apt to 
believe. If it was cultivated, therefore, aa 
early, and as carefully as it might be, and 
if the exercUe of it was left generally as 
free as it ought to be, our common no- 
tions and opinions would be more confo- 
nant to truth than they are : and, truth 
being, but one, they would be more um- 
ibrm likewlfe. 

But this rightful miHirers of human 
life and knowledge, whofe proper ofEcc 
it is to prcfidc over both, and to direft us 
in the conduft, of one and the purfuit of 
the other, becomes degraded in the intel- 
ledual oeconomy. She is reduced to a 
mean and fervHe ftate, to the vile drudgery 
ot" t'lnniving at jwinciples, defending opi- 
nions, and confirming habits, that are none 
of 
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of hers. They, who do her moft ho- 
nor, who confult her ofteneft, and obey 
her- too very often, are ffiU guilty of limit- 
ing her authority according to maxims, 
and rules, and fchemes, that chance, or 
Ignorance', or iniercft, firft devifed, Mid 
thatcuftomfanfrifies: cuftom, thatrcfuU 
of the paffions and prejudices of many, 
and of the defigns of a few : that ape of 
reafon, who ufurps her feat, exercifes her 
power, and is obeyed by mankind in her 
Head. Men find it eafy, and government 
makes it profitable, to concur in eftablifh- 
ed fyftems of fpeculation, and pradlice: 
and the whole turn of education prepares 
them to live upon credit all their lives. 
Much pains are taken, and time beftowed, 
to teach us what to think, but little or 
none of either, to inftruS us how to think. 
The magazine of the memory is ftored 
and fluffed betimes j but the conduft of 
the underftanding is all along negletaed, 
and the free exercife of it is, in effect, for- 
bid in all places, and in terms in fome. 

There 
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There is a Arange diftruft, of human 
reafon in every human inftitutkxi : this 
diftruft is fo apparent, that an habitual 
fubminion to fome authonly, or odm*! is 
forming in us from cmr cradles; diat prin- 
ciples of reafbning>. and matters of k&, 
are inculcated in our tender minds, before 
we are able to exerci(e that reafon ; and 
ihatj when we are able to exerdfc it, we 
are either forbid, or frightoied from doing 
Jo, even on things that are themlelves 
the proper objefts of reafon, or that arc 
delivered to us upon an authority vi'hoie 
ftfficiency or infofficicncy is Jo moft 
evidently. 

On many fubjeffcs, fuch as the general 
laws of natural religion, and the general 
rules of fociety and good policy, men of 
all countries and languages, who cultivate 
their reafon, judge alike. The Jame pre- 
mifles have led them to the &me con- 
rh fions, and fo, following the fame guide, 
they 
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they have trod in the fame path : at leaft, 
Um dififercDces are fmall, eaiily reconciled, 
and fuch as could not, of themfelves, con- 
tradiilinguiih nation from nation, religion 
fi-otn religion, and (eOi from &&. How 
comes it then that there af e other points, 
DO which the ok^ oppc^te opinions arc 
entertained, aiid fomc of thefe with fo 
much heat, and fbry, that the men on one 
iido of the hedge will die for the affirma- 
tive, and the men on the other for the 
negative ? " Toute opinion eft afTez forte 
" pour fe faire epoufer an prix de la vie," 
lays MoNTAGNE, whom I ofcen quote, 
as I ^o SenecAi rather for the fmartnefs 
of expreffion, than the weight of matter. 
Look narrowly into it, and you will find 
that the points agreed on, and the points 
difputed, are not proportionable to the 
common lenfe and general reafon of man- 
kind. Namre and truth are the fame 
every where, and reafon (hews them 
every where alike. But the accidental and 
other caufes, which give rife and growth 
Vol. II. O to 
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to opinions, both in fpcculation and prac- 
tice, are of infinite variety j and where evcif 
thefe-opinions arc once confirmed by cuftopB 
and propagated by education, various, iiir 
confiftent, contradit^ory as they arc, (hcjr 
all pretend (and all their pretences are 
backed by pride, by paflion, and. by in- 
tereft) to have reafon, or revelation, or 
both, on their .fide^ tho neither reafofl 
nor revelation can, be poflibly on th^ijde, 
of more than one, and may be poiTibly on 
the fide of none. 

Thus it happens that the people of 
Tibet are Tarl^s and Idolaters, that they 
are Turks and Mahometans at.Cpnftanti-^ 
nople, Italians and Papiils at Rome ; and 
bow much foever education may be lefs 
confined, and the means of knowledge 
more attainable, in France and our own 
country, yet thus it happens in great mea- 
fure thatFrenchmen and Roman Catholics 
are bred at Paris, and Englifhmen and 
Proteftants at London. For men, indeed, 
properly 
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properly (peaking, arc bred no where : 
every one thinks the fyilein, as he fpeaks 
the language, of his country ; at leaft there 
are few that think, and ncne that a^, in 
any 'country, according to the diilates of 
pure unbiaiTed reafori ; unlefs they may 
be iaid to do fo, when reafon <&e<5ts them 
to fpeak and aH according to the fyilem 
of their country, or fcdt, at the (atne time 
as ihe leads them to thinic according to 
that of nature and tnich. 

Thus the far greatefl part of mankind 
appears reduced to a lower {late than other 
animals, in that very refpsft, on account 
of which we claim fo great foperiority 
over them ; becaure inftind, that has it's 
dub effetS, is preferable" .to reafon that has 
not. I fuppofe in this place, with philo- 
fophers, and the vulgar, that which I am 
in no wife ready to affirm, that other ani- 
mals have no fliare of human' reafon; fur, 
let me fay by the way, it is much more 
Ukely other animals (hould fhare the hu- 
O 2 man, 
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man, which is denied, than that mail' 
fliould ihare the divine reafon, which is 
affirmed. But, fuppofing our monopc^y 
of reafon, would not your lordfliip chufc 
to walk upon four legs^ to wear a long 
tail, and to be called a beail, with the ad- 
vantage of being detenliinedby irreHAible 
and unerring inflinft to thofe truths that 
are neceffary to yoiir well-being; rather' 
than to walk on two legs» to wear no tail, 
and to be honored with the title of man, 
at the expence of deviating from theai 
perpetually?. InftinA a^s fpontaneoufly 
whcnevfiriffi aflionis neceffary, and direfls 
the aniinal according to the purpo& for 
which it w^ implanted in him. Reafoi; 
is a nobler and'more extenlive faculty ; for 
it extends to the unneceflary as well as 
neceffary, and to fatisfy our curiofity as 
well as our wants : but. reafon muft be 
excited, or ihe will remain unaftive} Hie 
mull be left fi-ee, or Ihe will condudl us 
wrong, and carry us farther aftray from 
her own precimSs than wc fiiould go 
without 
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without her help: in the firft cafe, we 

hav« no fulHcient guide; and in the fecond, 
the more wc onploy our reafon, the maro 
unreafonable we are. 

Now if all this be fo, if reafon has fo 
little, and ignot^nce, pailioii, intureft. and 
cuflom fo much to -do, in forming our 
opinions and our habits, and in direi^ing 
the whole conduct of human lifej Is it 
not a thing defirable by every thinking 
man, to have the opportunity, indulged to 
fo few by the courfe of accidents, the op- 
portunity *' fecum efle, et fecom vivere," 
of living fome years at leaft to ourfelves, 
and for ourlelves, in a ftate of freedom, 
under the laws of reafon, inftead of paf- 
fing our whole time in a ftate of vaflalage 
under thofe of authority and cuftom ? Is 
it not worth our while to contemplate 
ourfelves, and others, and all the things 
of this world, once before we Irave them, 
through the medium of p^ire, and, if I may 
Jjiy fo, of undefiled reafon ? Is it no( 
O 3 worth 
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worth our while to approve or condemn, 
en our ownauthori^, whftt we receive in 
the beginning ^ U& on die authority of 
other men, who were not then better 
aWe to judge for us, than wjs arc now to 
judge for ourfelves ? 

That this tnay be done, and has been 
done to feme degree, by men who remain- 
ed much more mingled rfian I defign to 
be for the' future, ■ in the compny and 
bufinefs of die world, Ifliall not deny: 
but ftill it is better done in retreat andwitli 
greater eaft and pleafure. Whilft we re- 
main in the world, we are all fetteSrcd 
down, more or lefs, toonecommon \ev6], 
and have neither all the leifure nor all the 
means and advantages, to foar above it, 
which we may procure to ourfelves by 
breaking thefe fetters in retreat. To talk 
of abftrafling ourfelves from matter, lay- 
ing aftde.body, and being rcfolved, a$ it 
were, into pate intellcd, is proud, meta- 
phylical, unmeaning jargon : but ■ to ab- 
' '■'■■-'• - ' ' ftradi 
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ftraift Ourfclves from the prejudices, arid 
habits, and plearures, and bufinefs 6{ the 
world, is no more tfaitn many are, tho all 
are not, capable of doing. They who 
can do this, may elevate their fouls in re- 
treat to an higher ftadon, and may take 
from thence fuch a' view of the world, aa 
the fecondSciPiotookin his dream,, from 
the feats of tlw blcfled, when the whole 
earth appeared Co little to him, that he 
could fcarce difcern that fpeck of dirt, the 
Roman empire. Such a view as this will 
cncreaTe our knowledge by fhewing us our 
ignorance ; will diftinguifh every degre* 
rf probability from the loweft to the 
higheft, and mark the diftancc between 
that and certainty ; will difpel the intoxi- 
cating fiimes of philofophical prefumption, 
and teach us to cftablifh our peace of mind, 
where alone it can reft feciirely, in refig- 
nation : in ihort, fuch a view will render 
life more agreeable, and death Icfs terrible. 
Is not this bufinefs, my lord ? Is not thi^ 
plcafure too, the higheft pleafure ? The 
O 4 world 
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world can a^rd us none Tuch ; we muft 
retire from the world to tafte it with a full 
guft ; but we ihall taflic it the better for 
having been in the world. The Ihare of 
fepfual plea^rcs, that a man of my agf: can 
promjfc himielf, is hardly worth atientioni 
he fliQuld be fated, he will he foon dif- 
abledi and v^ry (ittle rcflcdljon furely will 
fufiicc, to make his h»l4ts of this kind Ipfe 
their power over him, in proportion . at 
leaft ae his. power of ipdol^og them di- 
roiniilies. BefiiJes, your Iprdfhip knows 
that n^y fchcme. pf retirement excludes 
noqe of thefe pleafures that can be taken 
V?ith decency aod cpnveniency ; and to 
iay the truth, I beheve that I al|ow inyfelf 
more in.fpecijlation, than I fhall find | 
want in pradice. As tp the habits of 
bufmefs, they can have no hold on one 
who has been fg long tfrcd with it. You 
may objeta:, that tho a man has difcarded 
thsfe habits, and has not even the embers 
of ambition about him to revive them, 
yet he cannot renounce all public bufinef^ 
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as ^folutely as I feeni to do ; became a 
better principle, a principle of duty, may 
fummon him to thefcrvice of hiscountryl 
I will anfwer you with great finccrity. 
No man has higher notions of this diity 
than I have. I think that Icarce any age, 
or circuitiftances, can dtlcharge us entirely 
from it ; no, not my own. But as we are 
apt to take the impulfe of our own paf- 
fions, for a call' to the pcrfbrmance of this 
duty j fd when thefe paffions impel us n5 
longer, the call that puts us upon aftion' 
muft be real, and loud too. ; Add to this, 
that there arc different methods, propor- 
tioned to different circumftances and fitu- 
atjons, of performing the lame duty. In 
the midft of retreat, where ever it may be 
fixed, I may contribute to defend and 
preferve the BritiJh coniUtution of govern- 
ment: and you, my lord, may depend 
Vpon me, that whenever 1 can, I will. 
Should anyoncaflc you, in, this cafe, from 
whom I expeft my reward ? Anfwer him 
\>y deflating to whom I pay this fervice j

" pofteris prodcrc." 

BuT>to lea4 the life I propc>fe witli /a- 
tis£^ion and pn^, renouncing the plea- 
fures and bulincfs of the wwld, and break- 
ii^ the habits of botb^ is not fuiHcif nE : 
the fupine crei^e whofe underflandipg is 
fapcrficially. employed, throngh life, about 
9 6sw general notions* and i» iwtve:r bent 
to a dole and fteddy pur£iit of truth, may 
renounce the pleafures and bufipefs of the 
world, for even in the bufinels of the 
world ve Sx fuch creatures o^n em- 
pk)yed, andrmay break the habits j nay 
he may retire and drone ai^y life in foli- 
tude, like a monk, or like him over the 
door of whole houfej as if his houfe had 
been hit tomb, Somebody \yrit, " Here 
** lies fuch an one.' ' But no foch man will 
be able to make Ae true ufe of retirement. 
The employment of his mind, that would 
have been agreeable and eafy if he had 
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accuftomcd himfcif to it early, will be 
unpleafant and imprddticable lat6: fuch 
men lofe their inteUci9ual powers for \vant 
of exerting them, and, having trifled away 
youth, »re reduced to the neceffity of 
itriflirig iway age. It feres with the mind 
juft as it does with the body. He who was 
bom, with a texture 6f brain as ftrong as 
that of Ne wton, may become unable to 
perform the common rules of arithm^ic: 
jufl as he who has the £ime elafticity in 
Tiis mufctes, the fame fuj^lenefs . in hi^ 
joints, and all his nerves and fincws as well 
braced as Jacob Hall, may become a 
j&t unwieldy fiuggard. Yet ftfther, the 
ihiplicit creature, who has ihdugfe it all 
his liie tieedle^, or unlawful, to examine 
the principles or &£ts that he foeJc origi- 
nally on truft, will be &« little able ai die 
other, to improve his folitude to any good 
purpofe : unlefs we call it a good purpofe, 
for that Sometimes happens, to conlirm 
and exalt his prejudices, fo that he may 
live and die in one continued delirium. 
The confirmed prejudices of a thoughtful 
■ '*" Hk 
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life are as hard to change as the confirmed 
habits of an indolent li& : and as fome 
muft trifle away age becaufe they have 
trifled away youth, others muft labour on 
in a maze of error, becaufe they have 
wandered there too long to find their way 
out. . 

Tkeke is a prejudice in China in fa- 
vour of littk ieet, and therefore the fact 
of girls ore. fwathed and bound up irom 
the cradle, fb that the women of that 
coun^ are unat^ to walk vdthout totter- 
ing and Humbling all their lives. Among 
the iav^s of America, th^e are foirie 
who hold flat beads and long ears in great 
efteem, and therefore prefs the one, and 
draw down the oftera fo hard fi-om their 
in&ney, that th«y deftroy irrecoverably' 
the true proportions of nature, and con- 
tinue all their lives ridiculous to every fight 
but their own. Juft fo, the firft of thefe 
charadters cannot make any progress, and 
t^ lecond will not attempt to make any,- 
in 
4 
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in an impartial iearch after real know- 
ledge. 

To'fet about acquiring the habits of 
meditation and Audy late in life, is like 
getting into a go-cart with a grey beard, 
and learniog to walk when we have loft 
the u£: of our legs. In general, the foun- 
datioos of ^ happy old age muft be laid 
in youth: and in partknhr, he who has 
not cDltivated his reafon young, will be 
utterly imable to improve it old. 

" Manent ingenia fentbus, modo perin»- 
"neant ftudiuoi 6c induAtia." 

iNfot on\y a love of ftudy, and a defire of 
knowledge* muft have gr^wn up with 10, 

but fuch an induftrious application like* 
wife, as requires the whc^e vigoyr of the 
mind, to be exerted in the purfuit of truth, 
through long trains of ideas, and all thoie 
dark, rcceffcs wherein man, not God, has 
hid it. 

* This 
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This love and this defire I hatfe kit 
all my life, and I am not quite a ftranger 
to this indoftiy and application. There 
. hasbeenfometliingahm]rsreadytowhirper 
in my ear, whilA I ran ^ courfe of ^bt- 
fure and of bufineis, " Solve iciiefcchlcni 
" matore £u»]S equum." 

BtTT myGeiiitis, onlikethe demon of 
Socrates, whifpered fo foftly, thtt very 
often I heard him not, io the luirry of 
thofe paffions by which I was tranfport-^ 
cd. Some calmer houn diere were : in 
them I hearkened to him. Re^edion had 
oiten it's turn, and the love of ftudy and 
the deBre of knowledge have nev«^ quite 
abandoned me. I am not therefore en- 
tirely unprepared for the life I ^11 lead, 
and it is not without reafbn that I 
promife myftlf more fatJsfaiftion in the 
latter part of it, thart I ever knew in the 
former. 

* Your 
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You R lordAiip may think this perhaps 
a little too fangtune , for one who has loft 
fo much time already : you may put mc 
in mind, that human life has no iccond 
fpring, no fecond fummer : you may aflc 
me what I mean by fowii^ in autumn, 
and whether I hope to reap in winter ? 
My anfwcr will be, that I think very 
di^Kxently fr<Hn m<^ mco, of tiiie time 
we haM to pais, and the buiinefs we have 
;q do in this world. I think we have 
mote of one, and left of the other, 
th^ 19 commonly fuppofed. Our want 
<}f (inte, and the fhortnefs of human li&» 
arc fcm«. of the principal common-place 
complaints, which we prefer againil the 
cftablifhad order of things: they are the 
gnunbtings of the vulgar, and the pathe- 
tic lamentations of the phtlolbpher) but 
they are imp«tinent and impious in both. 
The maa of bufinefs defpifes the man f^ 
pleafurc, for fquandering his time away ; 
the man of.pleafure pities or laughs at the 
• man 
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man of bufinefs, for the lame thing : adc( 
yet both concur iupcrciKoufly and abfurdl]^ 
to find fault with the Supreme Being; for 
having ^ven them fo Utde time. The 
philoibphefj who mifpends it very often 
as much as the others, joins in the fame 
cry, and authoriles this impiety. Thbo^ 
PHRA8TU& thought it extremely hard to 
die at ninety, and to go out of the world 
when he had juft learned how to live in 
it. His mafter Aristotle found fenlt 
with nature, for treating man in this refpeft 
worie than ieveral other animals: bodi 
very unphilofophically ! andlloveSENECA 
the better for his quarrel with the Stagirite 
on this head. We fee, in lb many in- 
ftances, a juft proportion of things, ac- 
cording to their fcveral relations to one 
another ; that philofophy ihouid lead us to 
conclude this proportion preferved, even 
where we cannot difcem it; inftead of 
leading us to Conclude that it is not pK' 
fcrved where we do not difcern it ; or 
where we think that we fee the contrary. 
To 
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To conclude otherwUe, is fliocklng pre- 
iumption. It is to prefumc that the fy- 
ftem of the univerfe would have been more 
wifely contrived, if creatures of our low 
rank among intelledual natures had been 
called to the councils of the Moft High; 
or that the Creator ought to mend his 
work by the advice of die creature. 
That life which feeois to our lelf-love fo 
fhort, when we compare it with the ideas 
we frame of eternity, or even with the 
duration offome other beings, will appear 
fufficient, upon a lefe partial view, to all 
the ends of oim: creation, and of a juft pro- 
portion in the fucccflive courfe of genera- 
tions. The term itfelf is long : we ren- 
der it fliott ; and the want we complain 
of flows from our profufion, not from our 
poverty. We are all arrant fpendthriftsj 
fome of , us diflipate our eftates on the 
trifles, fome on the. fupcrfluities, and then 
we all complain that we want the necef- 
iaries, of life. The much greateft part 
never reclaim, but die bankrupts to God 
Vol. 11. P and 
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and man. Others reclaim late, and they 
are apt to imagine, when they inakc ufv 
their accounts and fee how their fond i* 
diminifhed, that they have not enough 
remaining to live upon, becaufe they hav6 
not the whole. But they deceive them- 
felves: they were richer than they thought, 
and they are not yet poor. If they huft^nd 
well the remainder, it wiH be found faS- 
ficient for all the nee^&ries, and for feme 
of the fuperflaities, and trifles too perhaps^ 
of life: but then the former order of ex- 
pence muft be inverted; and the necef- 
feriesof lifemuft be provided, before they 
put ehemfelves to any cofl: fcr the trifleft 
or fuperfluities. 

Let us leave the men of pleafere and 
of bufinefs, who are often candid cnougb 
to own that tliey throw away their time, 
and thereby to coiifefs that they complain 
of the Supreme Being for no other rcafon 
than this, that he has not proportioned 
his bounty to their extravagance : let uft 
con- 
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conlider the Tcholar and the philc^pher; - 
who, fu from owning that he throws any 
time away, reproves o^ers for doing it : 
lAat folemn mortel who abftains from the . 
pkafures, and declmes the buiincfs of the 
world, that he may dedicate his whole 
time to the fearcfa of truths and the im-- 
provement , of knowledge. When fuch 
611 one complains of the fhortncfs of hu- 
%a^ ]i£s in general, or of his remaining 
Ihare in particular ; might not a man, more 
ztafonabk tboiefs folemn, ezpoftulatethus 
with hiiQ? 

" YotfR complaint is indeed confiflent 
" with your praSice: but you would not, 
'* poflibly, renew your complaint if you 
" reviewed your praftice. Tho reading 
." makes a fcholar j yet every fcholar is not 
" a philoTopher, nor every philofopher a 
*' wife man. It coft you twenty years 
" to devour all the volumes on one iide of 
. , *' your library : you came out a great critic 
*' in Lath and Greek, in the Oriental 
Pa " tongues, 
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" tongues, in hiftory and chronology j but 
" you was not fatisfied : you confcfled that 
" thefe wercthc •' litcrae nihil fanantesi" 
" and you wanted more time to acquire 
" other knowledge. You have had this 
"time: you have pafled twenty years 
•' more on U*c other fide of your library, 
** among philofophers, rabbics, commen- 
" tators, fchoolmen, and whole legions of 
*' modern dolors. You arc extremely 
'* well yerfed trt all that has been written 
'* concerning the nature of God, and of 
" the foul of man j abont matter and form, 
" body and fpirit j and fpacc, and eternal 
■'* effences, and incorporeal Aibilanccs} 
" and the reft of thofe profound fpecula- 
" tions. You are a mafter of the contro- 
" verfiesthat have arifcn about nature and 
** grace, about predeftinationand free-will, 
f and all die other abftrufe queftions that 
" have made fo miich noife in the fchools, 
" and done fo much hurt in the wttfld. 
" You are going on, as faft as the iafir- 
*" mitics, you have cpntrafled, will permit. 
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" in tlw iamc courfe of ftudy ; but you 
" begin to forcfee that you ihall want 
" time, and you make grievous com- 
" plaints of the fhortnefs of human life. 
" Give me leave now to alk you, how 
*' many thouland years God muit prolong 
" your life, in order to reconcile you to 
" his wiidom and goodnefi ? It is plain, at 
*' leaft h^hly probable, that a life as long 
" as that of the moft aged of the patri- 
" archs, would be too fliort to anfwer your 
*' poipofcs; lincethe refearclies and dif- 
" putes in which you are engaged, have 
" been already for a much lopger time 
" the otqoas of learned enquiries, and rc- 
' ' main iliU as imperfeiSl arjd jiudctcrmined 
" as they were at firft. But let me afk 
** you again, and deceive neUhcr yourfelf 
'f nor me ; have you. in the courfe of thefe 
" forty, yearsi once examined the firft 
" principles, and the fundamental fdOis, 
" on which all thofe queftions depend, 
" with an abfolute indifference of judg- 
** mcnt, and with a fcrupulous exaflncfs?

"with the fame that you have employed 
" in examining the various confequcnces 
" drawn from them, and the heterodox 
*' opinions about them ? Have you not 
" taken them for granted, in the whole 
" courfe of your ftudies? Or, ifyouhave 
" looked now and (hen on the ftate of the 
*' proofs brought to maintain them, have 
*' you not doije it as a mathematician looks 
"'* over a demouftration formerly made, to 
" refrefti his memory, not to fatisfy any 
" doubt ? If you have thus examined. It 
*' may appear marvellous to fwnc, that 
" you have fpent {o much time in many 
" parts of thole ftudies, which have re- 
** duced you to this heftic condition, of fo 
" much heat and weaknefs, But if you 
" have not thus examined, it muft be evi- 
" dent to all, nay to yourfelf on the Icaft 
" cool reflexion, that yo^i •arc flill, not- 
*' withftanding all your learning, in a 
" ftate of ignorance. For knowledge 
*' can alone produce knowledge : and 
" without fuch an (jjcaminatjon of axioms 
*' a»d 
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** and fifts, you can have none about in- 
** ferenccs." 

Ih this manner one might cxpoftulate 
very reafonably with many a great fcholar, 
many a profound philofopher, many a 
dogmatical cafuift. And it fervcs to fet the 
complaints about want of time, and the 
ftiortnefs of human life, in a very ridiculous 
but a true light. AU men are taught their 
opinions, at leaft on the moft important fub- 
jeds, by rote j and are bred to defcnd them 
with obftinacy. They may be taught true 
opinions; but whether true or falfe, the fame 
zeal for them, and the iame attachment to 
them, is every where infplred alike. The 
Tartar believes as heartily that the foul of 
,FoEiDhabitsinhisDAiRO,astheChrifl:iaii 
believes the hypoftatic union, or any article 
in the Athanafian creed. Now this may 
anfwer the ends of fociety in fome refpe-fls, 
and do well enough for the vulgar of all 
ranks : but it is not enough for the man 
who cultivates -his reafon, who is able to 
P 4. think, 
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think, and who ought to think, for him- 
felf. To fuc|^ a man, every opinion that 
he has not hicnfelf either framed^ or exa- 
mined ftriaiy and then adopted, will pafs 
for nothing more than what it really is, 
the opinion of other pien ; which may be 
true or falfe for aught he knows. And 
this 18 a ftate of uncertainty, in which no 
fuch man can remain, with any peace of 
mind, concerning thofe things that are of 
greateft importance to us hoc, and may 
be fo hereaftier. He will make them 
therefore the ol^e<5ts of his firft and great- 
e(i attention. If he has loft time» he will 
lofe no more ; and when he has acquired 
all the knowledge he is capable of acquir- 
ing on thefe fubje&e, he will be the lels 
concerned whether he has time to acquire 
any farther. Should he have pafled his 
life in the pleafures or bufincfs of the 
>vorld J whenever he fets about this work, 
he will foon have the advantage over the 
learned philofopher. For he will foon 
have fecured what is n^ccflary to his 
hap^ 
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happinefs, and may fit down in the peace- 
ful enjoyment of that knowledge : or pro- 
ceed with greater advantage and &tU&c- 
tion to the acquifition of new knowledge j 
wiiilft the other continues his fearch after 
things that are in dicir nature, to fay the 
beft of them, hypothetical, precarious, 
and fuperfluous. 

But tlus is not the only role, by ob- 
fcrving of which we may redeem bur tirac, 
and have the advantage over thofe who 
imagine they have fo much in point of 
knowledge over your lordfhip cnr me, for 
inftance, and who defpiie our ignorance. 
The rule I mean is this ; to be cm our guard 
againft the C(»nmoa arts of delufion, 
fpoken of already ; which, every one is 
ready to confcfs, have, been employed to 
miflead thofe who diflcr from him. Let 
us be diffident of ourfeWes, but let us be 
diffident of others too : our own paffions 
may lead us to reafon wrong ; but the 
pafHons and interell of others may have 
the 
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tlic lame efied. It is in everjr turn's 
power, who Tcti about it in good earned, 
to prevent the lirft: and wlien hjshasdoot 
ib, he will have a GonficioiM certainty of 
it. To prevent tlie laft, there is one, and 
but one fare method ; and that it, to re* 
mount, in the furvcy of our opitiions, t» 
the fifft and even retnotoft principles on 
which they arc founded. No refpeft, no 
bjbit, no&emingceltaintj whatever, muft ' 
divert us fBom thisi any aifc^ation of 
diverting, us from it ought to increafe our 
fiif^ion: and the more important our 
emmioation is, the more important this 
mdhod of condufliog it becomes. lict 
us not be frighted from it, either by the 
foppofed difficulty or length of fdch an 
enquiry j fef, on the contrary, this is the 
eafieft and the ihorteft, as well as the only 
fure way of arriving at real knowledge ; 
and of being able to place the opinions 
we eiamine in the different claflts of true, 
probable, or &lfc, according to the truth, 
probability, or iaifliood of the principles 
from 
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ftamvhcxux diey are deduood. If Vft 
find thefe prindples hUe, aad that will 
be the cafe in many infbiaces, \n ftop our 
enquiries on tbefe heads at oace } and fave 
an immenfe deal of time tha.t we fhould 
otherwise mifpend. The MuiSilman who 
enters on the examination of all the dif- 
putes that hare ari&n between the fol- 
lowers of Omar and Ali and other doc^ 
tors of his law, moA acquire a thcHiddg^ 
knowledge of the whole M^ooKtan Cf" 
item ; and will have as good a right to 
complain of want o( time, and the ihorb- 
ncfs of human life, as any pagan or Chrt- 
itian divine or phibfopherr bat without 
all this time anfd learning, he might hare 
difcovered that Mahomet Was an im- 
poftor, and that the Koran is an heap of 
abforditics. 

In ftiort, my lord, he who retires from 

the world, with a refolation of employing 

Jiis leifure, in the firft place tore-examine 

and fettle his opinions, is incxculable if he 

does 
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docs not begin with thofe that are mofl. 
important to him, and if he does not deal 
honeftly by himfelf. To deal honeftly by 
himfelfj he muft obferve the rule 1 have 
inlifted upon, and not fufier the delulions. 
of the world to follow him into his retreat.. 
Every man's reafon is every man's oracle: 
this oracle is beft confulted in the illence 
of retirement ; and* when we have focon- 
fiilted, whatever the decifion be, whether 
in favour of our prejudices ori^inft them, 
we muft reft iatisfied : fince nothmg can be 
more certain than this, that he who follows 
that guide in the fearch of truth, as that was 
given him to leadhimto it, will have amuch 
better plea to make, whenever or wherever 
he may be called to ^count, than he, who 
has refigned himfelf, either deliberately or 
inadvertently, to any authority upon earth. 

When wc have done this, concerning 
God, ourfelves, and other men ; concern- 
ing the relations in which we ftand to him 
and to them j the duties that rcfult from 
thcfc 
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tKeft relations, and the pofitive will of the 
Supreme Being, whether revealed to us in 
a fupernatural, or difcovered by the right 
uie of our reafon in a natural way -— we 
have done the great bufinefs of. our lives. 
Our lives are fo fufficient for this, that they 
afford us time for more, even when wc 
begin late: especially jf wc proceed in 
every other enquiry by the fame rule. To 
dilcover error in axioms, or in firft prin- 
ciples grounded on feds, is like the break- 
ing of a charm. The enchanted caftlc, the 
fteepy rock, the burning lake dilappear: 
and the paths that lead to truth, which 
we imagined to be lo long, fo embarraffed, 
and (o difficult, ihew as they are, fliort, 
open, and cafy. When we have fecurcd 
the neceflaries. there may be time to amufc 
ourfelves with the fuperfiuities, and even 
with the trifles, of life. " Dulce eftdefi- 
"pere," laid Horace :" Vive la baga- 
" telle!" lays Swift. I oppofe neitherj 
not the Epicurean, much lefs the Chriftian 
philofophcr: but I infill that a principal 
part 
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pert of the& amufements be the wiiu&- 
ments of fiudy and reflexion, of re«4ing 
and conTer&cioa, You know what con- 
verfation 2 mean jfor we lofe the true ad- 
vantage of our nature and confliUition, if 
we b&r the mind to ooaoe, as it ymee, 
to a Savtd. When the body, tnilntd c^ 
acquiring new vigour, ^nd taiting new 
pleafores, h^ins to decline, and is &ted 
wiehpleafures orgrown JucapaUcoftakiDg 
them, the miod may continue fiiU to im^* 
prove and indulge itfelf inDcwenjoyments. 
Ever^ advance in knowledge opens a new 
fcene of delight } and the jojr ^at we £se\. 
in the afhial pofleliion of cne, will be 
heightened by that which we expcSt to 
find in another: fo that, before we caaex- 
hauil this fiind of fucceffivepleafures, death 
will come to end our pleafiires and our 
pains at once. " In his ftudiis kboribtif-

Or fhall we expeft from 
time, the phylkian of brutes, a lingering 
and uncertain deliverance i Shall we wait 
to be happy till we can forget that we are 
mifenble, and owe to the weaknefs oS our 
laculties a' tranquillity which ought to be 
the effeft of their ftrength ? Far othcrwife. 
Let us fet all quf paft and our prefent af- 
fiiaions at once before our eyes*.

Such is the language of philofbphy : 
aid happy is the man who acquires the 
r^ht of hotdmg it.

Our 
conduit can alone give it us : and there- 
fore, inftead of prefuming on our ftrength, 
the fureft nicthod is to confefs our wcak- 
nefs, and, without lofs of time, to apply 
ourfelves to the'ftudy of wifdom.

Philofophy has, I know, hcrTHS.Asos, at . 
well as War : and among her 1bps m»iy ; 
there have been, who, while they aipaed at 
being more than men, became fomething 
lefs. The means of preventing this danger 
are eafy and furc. , It is a good role, to 
examine well before we addidl o^rfclvea 
to any feft : but I think it is a better rule, 
to adduft ourfelves to none. Let us hear 
them air,' with a perfeft indifFeren^y on. , 
which iide the truth Ues : and, when we 
come to determine, let nothing appear fg •■ 
venerable to us as our own undecilandings, ~ 
Let'us^atefuUy accept. the help of every . 
die who has endeavoured to cqrred tlw, 
vices, and ftrengthen the minds of men } 
but let us chufe for ourfelves, and yield 
unirCTial aflent to none. Thus, that 1 
may inftance the fed already mentioned, ' 
when we have laid afidc the wtmderfii^

doxes of'thd Portic, we fhall find in that 
fchO(^,luch dodtrines as our unprejudiced 
reafon fufamtts to widi pleafure, as na- 
ture dt^tes, and as e^tperience confirms.

Somfc are drawh by aJnbition, 
and fome are fent by duty; many tefart 
thither to improve their minds, and many 
to improve their fortunes j crtbers bring 
their beauty, ^nd others their elpquencfi, 
to market. Remove from hence, and go 
to the utmoft extremities of the Eaft or 
the Weft: vifit the barbarods nations <if 
Africa, or the mhofpitabk regions of the 
Nortli: you will find no climate Jb bad, 
no country fo lavage, as not to have fome 
people who come from abroad, and in- 
habit there by choice.

vkhie in every fpot of groundi whicli i»- . 
cpijarily produced this pSc&i in «very one- 
born u|>oa it.

A9 if the heimvd was an tmtr^al dif^ 
temper^ iafeparable &om the conftltutiotl 
of an human body, and noe peculiar to the 
Svri&, who feem to have been made fot 
thek moiuitaine, as their mountains'feetii 
to havebeen made £}r them -f-. Thisno- 
twm m^ hwc contributed to the feoirity 
and grandeur of ftates. It has therefore 
been not unartfiiHy cultivated, and the pre- 
judice of education has been with care piit 
on it's fide. Men have come in this cafe, 
as 'm many, from believing that it ought 
to be fo, to perfuade others, and even to 
bdierothemfelvesthatitisfo. Procopios 
relates that Aboaros came to Rome, .

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and gained the cAeem and ftiendfliip of 
AuGUSTusto fuch a degree, that thisem- 
pCTffl' could not rcfolve to let him rctuyn 
home: that Abgarus brought fcveral 
beafls, which he had. taken one dajr iij 
hunting, alive to Augustus: that he 
placed in different parts of the Circus fbmc ' 
of ^e earth which belonged to the place;' 
where each bf thefe. animals had been 
cai^ht : that as fooa as thjs was done, and 
they were turned loofe, every one of them 
ran to that comer yrhete his earth lay • 
that Augustus, adpuping their fentiment 
of love for their pouptry '^hich nature 
has graved in the hearts of beafts, and 
ftruck by the evidence of the truth, grant* 
ed the requefl: which Abgarus imme- 
diately prefied upon him, and allowed,^ 
tho with regret, the tetrarch to return tq 
Edella. But this talc deferves juit as 
much credit as that wliich follows in the 
Jame place, of the letter of Abgarus to 
Jesus Christ, of our Saviour's anfw^i*, 
andof the cure of Abgarus, The}% is 
nothing. 
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hothing, furely, more groundlefs than tfic 
notion here advanced, nothing more ab-f 
furd. Wc love the country in which we 
pe born, becaufe we receive partJculat 
benefits from it, and bctaufe vre have par- 
ticular obligations to it : which ties we 
tnay have xo another cduntryj is well as 
to that we are born in j to our county by 
eIci3ion, "as well as to our country by 
birthi '^ In all other refffetSs, a wife iiiaii 
looks on hiirifelf as a citizen of the world; 
and, when yoQ aik him where his country ' 
lieSj points, like Anaxagoras/ with hto| 
finger to the heavens; . . - 

. TijERE are other perfons, again, who^ 
have imagined that as the whole "uniycife 
fufiers a continual rotation, and nature 
fcems tp delight in it, or to prefcrve "hcr- 
felf by it, fo there is in the minds of men, 
a natural reflleflhefs, which inclines them 
to change of place, and to the ihifting their 
liabitations*. This opinion has at leall

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an appearance of truth, which the odier 
wants J and is countenanced, as the other 
is contradifted, by experience. But, what- 
ever the reafons be, which muft have varied 
infinitely In an infinite number of caies, 
and an imaienfe fpace of time ; true it is 
in hiSt, that the femilics and nations of 
the world have been in a continual fluc- 
tuation, roaming about on the face of the 
globe, driving and driven out by turns. 
What a number of colonies has Afia fent 
into Europe ! ThePhoenicians planted the 
coafts of Ac Mediterranean fea, and pufli- 
ed their fcttlcments even into the ocean. 
The Etrurians were of Afiadc extraftion j 
and, to mention no more, the Romans, 
thofc lords of the world, acknowledged a 
Trojan exile for the founder of their em- 
pire. How many migrations have th«-e 
been, in return to thefe, from Europe into 
Afia? They would beendlefs to enumerate; 
for, bcfides the Aeolic, the Ionic, and others 
of almoft equal fame, the Greeks, during 
feveral ages, made continual expeditions, 
- and 
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and built cities in feveral parts of Afia. 
The Gauls penetrated thidier too, and 
cftablifhed a kingdom. The European 
Scythians over-ran thcfe vaft provinces, 
and carried their arms to the confines .of 
Egypt. Alexander fubdued all irom 
the Hellefpont to India, and built towns, 
and eftabliflied colonies, to fccurchis con- 
quefts, and to etemife his name. From 
both thefe parts of the world Africa has 
received inhabitants and mafters; and what 
flie has received flic Jias given. The Ty- 
rians buih the city, and founded the repub- 
lic, of Carthage; and Greek has been the 
language of Egypt. In the remotcft anti- 
quity we hear of Belus in Chaldaea, and 
of SesosTris planting his tawny colonies 
in Colchos : and Spain has been, in theie 
laterages, under thedominionof theMoon. 
If we turn to Runic hiftory, we find our 
fathers, theGoths, led by Woden and by 
Thor, their heroes firft and their divini- 
ties afterwards, from the Afiatic Tartary 
into Europe : and who can aiTure us that 
R 2 this 
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this was their firft migraiiori ? They came 
into Afia perhaps by the eaft, from that 
continent to Which their fobs have lately 
failed from Europe by the weft : and thus, 
in the proccfs of three or four thoufand 
years, the fame race of men have puihed 
theirconqucfts and their habitations round 
the globe : at leaft this may be fuppofcd^ ■ 
as rcalbnably as it is fuppofed, I think by 
GROTius,that America was peopled from 
Scandinavia. The world is a gfeat wilder- 
nefe, wherein mankind have wandered and 
joftled one another about from the creation. 
Some havcremoved by neceffity, and others 
ty choice. One nation has been fond of 
jcizing what another was tired of po&f- 
£ng : and it will be difficult to point out the 
country which is to this day in the hands 
of it's firft. inhabitants. 

Thus fete has ordained that nothing 

ftiall remain long in the fame ftate : and 

what are all thefe tranfportations of people, 

but (o many public Exiles ? Varro, the - 

rnoft. 
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njoft learned of theP-omans, thought, fince 
Nature* is the feme, wherever we go, that 
this fingle circumftance was fufficient to 
remove all objedtions to change of place, 
taken, by itfelf, and ftrippcd of the other 
inconveniences which attend exile. M. 
BRUTusthought it enough that thofe, who 
go into banifliment, cannot be hindered 
from carrying their Virtue along with them. 
Now, if any one judge that each of thefe 
comforts is in itfelf infufiicient, he mull 
however confefe that both of them, joiocd 
together, are able to remove the terfors of 
exile. For what trifles muft all we leave 
behind us be efteemed, in comparifqn of 
the two moil precious things which men • 
can enjoy, and which, we are Cure, will 
follow us wherever we turn our fteps, the 
fame Nature, and our proper Virtue -|- ?

Whatever is beft is iafeft j lies out of the 
reach ofhumanpower; can neither be given 
nor taken away. Such is this great and 
beautiful work of nature, the world. Such 
is the mind of man, which contemplates 
and admires the world whereof it makes 
the nobleft part. Thcfc arc infcparably 
ours, and as long as we remain in one wc 

' fhall enjoy the other. Let us march there-r 
fore intrepidly wherever we arc led by the 
courfc of human accidents. Wherever 
they lead us, on what coaft foevcr we are 
thrown by them, we (hall not find our- 
felyes abfolut^ly ftrangers. We fliall meet 
with men and women, creatures of the 

'fame figure, endowed with the fame fa- 
culties, and born under the fame laws of 
nature. Wc ftiall fee the fame virtues fnd 
vices, flowing from the fame general prin- 
ciples, but varied in a thoufand different 
and contrary modes, according to that in- 
finite variety of laws and cuftoms which 
is cftabiiflicd for the iame univerfal end, 
the prefervaticn of foeicty. We fhall feel 
the 
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the &me revolution of feafons, and the 
iamc fun and moon * will guide the courfe 
of our yc^. The fame azure vault, be- 
ipangled vrith ftars/ will be every where 
fpred over our heads. There is no part 
of the world from whence we may not ad- 
mire thofe planets which .roll, like ours, in 
different orbits round the fame central fun; 
from whence we may not difcover an ob- 
jed frill more ftupcndous, that army of 
fixed flars hung up in the immenfe fpace 
of the univerfe, innumerable funs whofe 
beams enlighten and cherifli the unknown 
worlds which roll around them ; and whilft 
I am raviflied by fuch contemplations as 
thefe, whilft my foul is thus raifed up to 
heaven, it Imports me little what ground 
I tread upon.

R 4. Brutus 
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BROTifTs*, m the book which he writ 
on virtue, related that be had feen Mar- 
cellos in exite at Mytilene, living in all 
the happinefs whi<^ human nature is ca- 
paUc of, and cultivating, with as muchaf- 
fiduitjr as ever, all kinds of laudable know- 
ledge. He aidded tt>at this fpe^cle made 
hdm think that It was rather he who wen( 
into baniflimcnt, fince he was to rcturrt 
urithout the other, than the other who 
fonained hi it. OMarcellus, ^ 
more happy when Brutus approved thy 
exile, than when the conunonwcalth ap^ 
prcrpcd thy confulfliip ! How great a man 
mpft thou have been, to extort admiration 
from him who appeared an olgeft of ad- 
miration even to his own Cato 1 The 
fame Brutus reported fiirAci;, that 
Caesar overfhot Mytilene, bccaife he 
could not ftand the fight of Marcellcs 
reduced to a ftate fo unworthy of him. 
His reAoration was at length obtained by

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the public interceflion of the whole fenatc, 
who were dejeded with grief to fucH a 
degree, that they feemed aU upon this 
bccafioa to have the lame fentiments with 
Brutus, and to be fappliants for theno- 
fclves, rather than for Marcelidb *. 
This was to return with honctf; but forely 
he remained abroad with greater, when 
ISrutus could not rdblve to leave him, 
nor Caesar to iee him ; for both of them 
bore ■ withefs of his merit. Brutus 
grievcdi and Caesar bluflied to go to 
Kome without him. 

Q^Metellus NuMiDicushadun- 
dergbne the fame £ite fome years beibre, 
while the people, who are always thcfurcft 
inftruments of their own fervitudc, were 
laying,' under the condufl: of Marius, the 
ifbundations of that tyranny which was 
perfeQiedby Caesar. Metellus a-

plained in hifteiy. Caesar was fufpe£tcd, but be 
leans to be jufiSied by the opinion of Brutus. 

■■-■''■, ■ ■■ ■ ■ iQue^ 
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lone, in the mid A of an intimidated fenate, 
and outrageous multitude, reiuied to fwear 
to the pernicious laws of the tribune Sa- 
TURNiNus. His conflancy became hts 
crime.andexilehispunilhmcnt.Awildand 
lawlefs falcon prevailing againfl him, the 
bell men of the city armed in his defence, 
and were ready to lay down their lives that 
they might preferve fo much virtue to their 
country. But he, having foiled to perfuade, 
thought it not lawful to conftrain. He 
judged in the phtenfy of the Rcanan com- 
monwealth, asPLATo judged in the dotage 
of the Athenian. MEXELLUsknew, that 
if his fellow-citizens amended, he ihould 
be recalled j and if they did hot amend, he 
thought he could be no where worfe than 
at Rome. He went voluntarily intoexile, 
and wherever he paffed he carried the fure 
fymptom of a lickly ftate, and the certain 
prognoftic of an expiring commonwealth. 
What temper he continued in abroad will 
beftappearby afragment ofoneof his letters 
which Gelhus*, in a pedantic compila-

RuTiLius had defended Afia agalnft 
the extortions of the publicans, according 
to the ftria juftice of which he made 
prbfcflion, and to the particular duty of his 
office. TheEqueftrian order were upon 
this account his ^nemiies, and the jViarkn 
h&ioj} was fo of courie, on account of his 
probity, as well as out ofhatred to Metel- 
lus. The moil innocent man of the city 
was accufed pf cormption. The beft man, 
was profecutedby theworft,byApicius; 
^ name dedicated to infamy*. Thofe wh« 
had flirred up the &lfe accuiation Ikt as

judges, 
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judges, and pronounced dieunjuft fentencc 
againft him. He bardly deigned to defend 
his caufc, but retired into the Eaft, where 
dut roman virtue, wWch Rome could not 
bear, was received with honor*. Shall 
R u T I L I u s now be deemed unhap;^, 
when they who condemned him are, fat 
that a^flion, delivered down as crknmak 
to all future generations ? when be quitted 
his country with greater eafc than he would 
fuffer bis exile to finish ? when he alone 
durftrefufethediaatorSvtLA, and being 
recalled home, not only d^lined to go, 
but fled farther off? 

What do you propofc, it may be faid, 
by thcfc examples, multitudes of which 
are to be collefled from the memorials of 
former agee ? I propofc to Ihew that as 
Change of place, fimply coniidcred, pan 
render no man unhappy, fo the other evils 
which are objedted to exile, cither cannot 
happen to wUc and virtuous men ; 6r, if 
they do happen to them, cannot rendw

them 
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iJiem miferable. Stonesarehard,andcakes 
of ice are cold : and all who feel them, fee! 
diem ^Ike**. But the good or the bad 
cvcnte, which fortune brings upon ua, «c 
felt according to what qualit^s we, not 
tbejr, hare'. Ttiey dre in themfelves in- 
diiTerent and common accidents, and they 
acquire ftrength by nothing but our vice 
or our weaknefs. Fortune can difpenle 
nei^er felicity nor infelicity unlefe we co- 
operate wirfi her. Few men, who are un-' 
happy under the lofs of an eftate, would 
be happy in the pofieffion of it : and thofe, 
yrho defervc to enjoy the advantages which 
exile takes away, will not be unhappy 
when they are deprived of them. 

It grieves me to niake an exception ta 
thisrule; butTuiLV was oneiTo remark- 
ably, that the example can be neither con* 
cealed, nor paffcd over. This great man, 
who had been the laviour of his country, 
whohadfeared, in the fupport of thatcaufe, 
neither the infults of a defperatc party, nor 
die daggers of aOailins, when he came to

fuffer 
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iu£fer hi the iame caufe, fank ander the 
weight. He diihonoredthit banifiiment 
which indulgent providence meant to be 
;he means of rendering his glory complete^ 
Uncertain where he ihould go^ or wlut he 
{hi:>uld dOt fearfaL as a woman, and fioward 
as a child, he lamented the lofs of his rank, 
of his richer andof hisff^eniMpopokrityi 
His eloquence fecved only to point his 
ig^iominy in ilronger colors. He wept 
over the ruins of his fine houfe wbidi 
Clooi V 3 had detuolifhed : and his repara- 
tion frcKCi Terentia« whom he repudiated 
not long afterwards, was perhaps an aSSc* 
tion to him at this time. Every thing be- 
comes intolerable to the man who ifi once 
fubdued by grief* . He regrets what he took 
no pkafure in enjoying, and, oveHoadcd al- 
ready, he fiirinks at the weight of a featho". 
Cicero's behaviour, in Ihort, wasfuch that 
hisitiends, as well as his enemies, believed 
him to have loft his fenfes -f-. Ca£sar

beheld, with a fecret fetisfiwaion, the man, 
who bad refuied to be his lieutenant, 
weeping ondefthc tt)d of Clodi u s. 
PoMPi Y hoped to find fome cxcufe for his 
own ingratitude in the conttmpt which the 
friend, whom he had abandoned, expofed 
himielfto. NayATTicusjudgedhimtoo 
meanly attached to his former fortune, and 
reproached himfor it Atticus, whofe 
great talents were u&ry and trimming, 
who placed his principal merit in being 
rich, Mid who would have been noted with 
infemy at Athens, for keeping well with all 
fides.and venturing on none§: cvcnATTi- 
cit s bluflied forT u L L Y, andthc moft plau- 
fible man alive aflumed the fljdc of C ato. 

I HAVE dwelt the longeron thisinftance^ 
becaufe, whilil: it takes nothing from the 
truth whichhas been eftabliihed, it teaches 
OS anpthcr of great importance. Wife men 
are certainly fuperior to all theevils of exile. 
But in a Ai'iG: fenfe he, who has left any one 
padion in his foul unfubdued, will not de-

ferve 
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favcthat appellation. Iti: notenoogh that 
we have ftudied all tho dudes of public an4 
private life, that we^fcperfealy acquainted 
with them, a^d that we live up to them hi 
the eye of the world. A paflion that lies 
dormant b the heart, and has efcapcd ou| 
Scrutiny, or which we have obferved and 
indulged as venial, or which we have per* 
haps encouraged, as a principle to excite 
and to aid our virtue, may one time or o- 
ther deftroy our tranquillity, and difgrace 
our whole charafter. When virtue has 
fteelcd the mind on every fide, we are ini 
vulnerable on every fide : but Achilles 
was wounded in the heel. The lead part, 
overlooked or negle^ed, may apoC; us to 
receiveamortalblow. Reafon cannot obuin 
the abWute dombion of our fouls by dne 
viaory. Vice has many refatves, which 
rouft bebeaun j many ftrongholds, which 
muft be forced ; and we may be found 
of proof b many trials, without being Co 
in all. We may refill the fcvercft, and 
yield to the weakeft attacks of .fortune^ 
We may have got the better of avarice, 
the 
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dift moil epidemical dileafe of ehe inind» 
snd yet be Haves to ambition.* We may 
have purged our foiils of the fear of death, 
and yet fome other fear may venture to 
lurk behind. This was the cafe of Ci- 
cero. Vanity was his cardinal vice.t It 
had, I queftioA not* warmed his zeal, 
quickened his induftry, animated the iovc 
of his country, and fupported his con- 
ftancy againft Cataline : but it gave 
to Clodius an entire viflory over him. 
He was tiot afraid ta dye, and part with 
, eftatc,

Whfen 
it came, it found him Unprepared, itfur- 
pHzed him, it ftunned him j for he was 
ttill fond of the pomp and hurry of 
ftom6, '* fumum, et opes, ftrepitumque 
Romae," and linwcancd from all thofe 
things which habit renders neceflary, and 
Vrhich nature has lef^ indiSereAt. 

We have cnuraerdted them above^ and 
It k dme to disfeend into A more particu- 
lar examination of them. Change of 
pkce-theh may be borne 1^ every man. 
Itis the delight of many. But who can 
bear the erils which Accompany exile ? 
you. who afk. the queftion can bear them. 
Every one who confidcrs diem as they 
are in themfelves, inllead of looking at 
them thro the Mfc optic which preju- 
dice holds before our eyes. For what ? 
S 2 you 
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-you have loft your cftate : reduce your 
4efires, and you will perceive, yourfelf to 
be as rich as ever, with this confidcrablc 
advantage to boot^ that yoiu- cares will 
be diminiihed.* Our natural ^d real 
jvant^ are confined to narrow bounds, 
whilft thoie which faqcy and cuftoin 
create are confined tp none. Tru^ lyes 
ivithin a little md certain compafs, bu( 
lerror is immenie. IT we fuf^r our de- 
sires therefore tp wander beyond thefc 
bounds, they, wander eternally. " NefciQ 
" quid curiae femper abeft rei.'* Webe^ 
come neceflitous in the midft of plenty, 
and ottc poverty encreaics with our riches. 
Reduce your defiresj be able to fay witb 
the apoftle of Greece, to whom Eras- 
mus was ready to addrefs his ^yers,

Banishment, with all its train of evils, 
is fo far from being the caufe of contempt, 
that he who bears up with an undaunted 
fpirit againft them, while fo many are de- 
jctSed by them, eredts on his very misfor- 
tunes a trophy to his honor : for fuch is 
the frame and temper of our minds, that 
nothing Arikes us with greater admiratioa 
than a man intrepid in the midft of mif- 
fortunes. Of all ignominies an ignomi- 
nious death muft be allowed fo be the 
greateft, and yet where is the blafphemer 
who will prefume to defame the death of 
Socrates * ? This laint entered die pri- 
fon with the fame countenance with which 
he reduced thirty tyrants, and he took 
off ignominy from* the place j for how 
could it be deemed a prifon when Socra- 
tes was there ? Aristijdes was led to 
"execution in the fame city j all thofe who 
met the iad proceflion, caft their eyes to 
the ground,- and with throbbing hearts 
bewailed, not the innotent man, but Ju-

ftice beiietf, who was m ham ccndetBAal. 
Yet there was a. wretch foond. Six naen* 
fiers are fomettbies prodncti in cootrac* 
^Aion to the ordmary rules of nature, 
who fpit in his hce as he pi[&d.:along. 
Aristides wiped his<che^ imjtedt* tara- 
ed to die tnagiftrate, «nd ijud, ** AdtoooHh 
this man nottobefonafty for tbefdtiue/' 

Tgnomint dien can take no hold on 
virtue*; for virtue is in every cohditioh 
the fame, and challenges the faiiie reipe^;. 
We applaud the .world when ihe |>rofpers > 
and when ihe falls into adverfii^ we ap- 
plaud lier. Like the temples of the 
Gods, ftie is venerable even ih ■ Hitt 
ruins. After" this muft it nor 'apjjear a 
degree of madncfs'to defer on6 moment 
acquiring the only arflis capable df defend- 
ing us againft attacks, which at evefy mo- 
ment we are expdfed to ? Our being rar- 
ferable, or hot miferable, when we feft 
into misfortunes, depends on the nuntier 
in which we have enjoyed proiperity. H 
* Sea, de con. ad HeL 
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Wc have applied oarfclves betimes to the 
ftudy of wliBom, and to the practice of 
Virtoe, thde evils beconte indifferent j but 
if wc have neglcfted to do fo, they be- 
come neceliary. In one cafe they are 
evils, in the other dicy are remedies for 
gfeater evils than thcmfclves. Zeno *r6- 
joyced that a fiiip- wreck had thrown him 
on the Athenian coaft : and he owed to 
the lofsof his fortune the acquilition .which 
he njade of virtue, of.wifdoqi, of irniupr- 
tality. There arc good and bad airs for 
the mi^d as well as for the body, Prof- 
perity often irritates our chronical diftem- 
JKTS, apd leaves no hopes of finding any 
ipecific but in advcrfity. In fuch cafes 
banifliment is like change of air, and the 
evils we fuffer are like rough medicines 
applied to inveterate difeafes. What -f- A- 
NACUAKsis faid of the vine, may aptly 
enough be faid of profperity; She bears 
the three grapes of drunkcnnefs, of plea- 
fure, and of forrow : and happy it is if

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the laft can cure the mifchief which the 
former work. When affliiUons fail to 
have tlieir due effcft, the cafe is dcfperate. 
They are the laft remedy which indul- 
gent Providence ufes : and if. they fail, 
we muH langui/h and dye in ntifery and 
contempt. Vain men! how feldpm do 
wc know what to wifli or to pray for ? 
When we pray againft misfortunes, and 
when we fear them moft, we ,want them 
nioft. It was for this reafon, that Pytha- 
goras forbid his .difciples to afk any thing 
in particular of God. The fliorteft and 
the beil prayer which we can addrefs to 
him, who knows our wants, and our ig- 
norance in afking, is this : " Thy will ' 
be done.". . 

TuLLY fays, in fomc part of his works, 
that, as happinefs is the ot^d of all phi- 
lofophy, fo the .difputes among j^ofo- 
phers arife from, their diderent notions of 
the fovereign good. Reconcile ; them in 
that point, you reconcile them in the reft. 
2 The 
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The fchool of Zeno placed (his fovereign 
good in naked virtue, and wound the 
principle up to an extreme beyond the 
jStch of nature and truth. A fpirit of op- 
|iofition' to another dbftrine, which ^rcw 
into great vogue while Zeno fiouriQied, 
rtii^Ht occafion this fexce's. Epicurus 
placed the fovereign good in pleafure. His 
terms were wilfully, or accidentally hiif- 
taken. His fcholars might help to per- 
vert his doftriiie, but rivalfliip enflam- 
ed the difpute ; for in truth there is not 
{6 much diiference between ftoicifm re- 
duced to reafonablc intelligible' terms, and 
genuine orthodox epicurifm, as is imagihed. 
The faelicis animi immota tranquillitas, 
and the volupias of the latter are near 
enough a-kin : and I much doubt whether 
the firmed hero of the Portic would have 
iwrne a fit of the ftone, on the prin- 
dplcs of Zeno, with greater magnanimiiy 
and patience- than Epicurus . did, on 
ihofe of his own philofophy. How- 
T 3 ever, 
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ever *, Aristotle took a middle way, 
or explained himfelf better, and pltced 
faapptnefs in the joint advantages of tha 
mind, of the body, and (^ fortune, they 
are reafonably joined ; but certun h is, that 
they muft notbe placed on an equal foot,. 
We can much better bear the privation o£ 
the laft than of the odiers j and poverty 
itfelf,-: Trhtch manl^nd is fo afraid of, 
-** per mare pauperiem fugens, per iaxa^ 
f* per ignes," is fur^ly prefvable %o mad- 
neis oc the fton?, tho -|- Chrtsippus 
thought it better to live mad, than not to 
live ! If b»ii(hment therefore^ by taking 
from' us the advantages of f(»tune, can- 
not take from u9 the ma's valu^ale ad- 
vantages of the mind and the body, whec^ 
We have them ; and if the fame accident

All the approaches to virtue are cqn^ort- 
ablc. "With how piijch jqy will tl^ man, 
who improves his misfortunes in this man-: 
her, diffover that ttofe eyils» which he , 
, attributed to his exSe, fprung from his 
vanity and folly, and vanifti with them ? 
T 4 He 
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He will fee that, in bis former tenipclr. of 
miod, he refembled the efFetninftfi prince 
who could drink no -f wifer buG th^it of 
the river Choafpes j or the fimple queens 
in one of ,the tragedies of £ukipipbs, 
who c6mplaincd bitterly, that ibe h^d not 
lighted the nuptial torcji, and that the 
river Ifmenus h^d npit fu^iitb^d the water 
at her fon's wedding. Seeing hU former 
^te in this ridiculous light, he will labour 
on with pleafure towards another a& ■con- 
trary as>pofljble to it J and when he arrives 
there, htwill be convinced by the ftrppgjft 
of all proofs bis own experience, that be 
>vas unfortunate becaufe he was vicious, 
not bfcaufe he was baniihed. 

If I was got afraid of being thought to 
refine too much, I would venture to put 
fome advantages of fortune, which are 
due to exile, into the fcale againft.thofe 
which we lofe by exile. One there is 
which has been negledlcd even by grc^t

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andmfcmen.' DeMetrius Prt'AiEREus, 
after his cxpuUioo from Athens,' became 
firft minifter to the king of Egypt ; and 
Themistocles found fuch a reception 
at the court of Perfia, that he ufcd to 
fay his fortune had been loft if he had not 
been ruined; But Demetrius expofcd 
bimfelf by his favour' under the firft Pto- 
t E MY to a new difgraCe under the fecond : 
and THEMisToctEs, who had been the 
' captain of a free peo[^e, became the vaf- 
fal of the prince he had conquered. How 
much better is it to take hold of the pro- 
per advantage of exile, and to Uvfi for our- 
selves, when we are under no obligation 
of hying for others? Si mil is, a captain 
of great reputation under Trajan and 
Adrian, having obtained leave to retire, 
pafled feven years in his retreat, .and then 
dying, ordered this infcription to be put 
on his tomb: that he had been many 
years on earth -f-, but that he had lived only 
feven. If you arc wife, your Icifure will

Write, 
as you fivi, without paffioh j and huild 
your reputation, as you build your hap* 
pinefs, on the foundations of truth. If 
you want the talents, the inclination, or 
the neceflary materials' for fuch a work, 
fskW not however into lloth. Endeavour to 
copy after the cyample of Scipig at Lin* 
tcrnum. Be able to fay to yourfelf,

Tbefe are Tome of thofe refIe»ons which 
may ferre to fortify the mind under ba- 
nifhrncntf and under the other misfortunes 
of life, which it is every man's intereil to 
prepare for, becaufe they are common to 
all men * ; I fay they ar? commpa tQ 
aQ meni becaufe even they who efcape 
them are equally cxpofed to them. The 
d^rts of adverfe fortune are always levelled 
at ovr heads. Some reach us, fome graze 
againft us, and fly to wound our neigh- 
bours. Let us therefore impofe an cqu^ 
temper on our minds, and pay without 
murmuring the tribute which we owe to 
humanity. The winter brings ccJd, and 
We muft freeze. The fumitier returns 
^ith heat, and wfc muft melt. The in»

tle- 
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clemency of die ^r diibrdcfs our heaithi 
4ad we muft be fick. Here we are ex* 
poTed to wild beaih, and there to men 
more favage than the beafts': and if we 
elcape the inconveniencies and dangers of 
the air and the earth, thferc" a!re perils by 
water and perils by fice. This ellablifbeii 
courfe.of things it isnotin our power to 
change ^ bnt it is in our power to affume 
fuch a gFcatnefs of mind as becomes wife 
and virtuous men;. as may enable us to 
encounter the accidents of life with for- 
titude, and to conform ourfelves to the 
order of nature, who governs fier great 
kingdom, the world, by continual mutfi- 
tions. Let us' fubmit to this order, let 
us be pcrfuaded th^t what|eye.r dps? . hap- 
fen gught to Happen, and never be fo 
foolilh as to expoftulatc with nature. The 
beft refolution we can take is to fuffcr 
what we cannot aher, and to pnrfue, with- 
out repining, the road- which providence, 
who diredls everything, has marked out 
to us : for it is not enough to follow j and 
■ be 
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be is. but a. bad ibldicr who fighs, and 
marches, on with reludlaocy, We muft 
receive the orders, with. fpiiit and chear- 
fulnefs, and not endeavour to flinic out trf 
jhe port which is affigned us in this 
beautiful difpofition of things, whereof 
even our fufferings malce a ncceflary part. 
Let us addrefs ourfelves to God, who go- 
verns all, as Cleanthes did in thofe ad- 
mirable Verfes, which are going tolofe part 
of their grace and energy in my trjuiflation 
of them. 

Parent of na&re ! Maftcr of the irorid ! 
Where'er thy Providence direfls, behold 
My fleps with chearful refignation turn. 
Fate leitds die willing, drags the backward qb.

Thus let us ^ak, ^d thus let us a£t. 
Re%qation to the will of God is true 
magnanimity.

denoe, and inftead of mending our own 
conduct, to fet up for correcting that of 
ourMsker. 
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
